Belgians, Whose Spirits Have 
Been Crushed, Stolidly Accept 
the Situation, but French 
Show Their Hatred'and Con- 
tempt for Masters in Every 
Way They Can Without 
Transcending the Law.

HE German flag floats over 20,000 square 
T miles of Belgian and French soil—a sec- 
tion almost as large as the combined areas 
of Connecticut, Massachusetts and Vermont. All 
of Belgium except for a piece less than 200 
square miles in size, is tributary to the Kaiser, 
and one-twenty-fifth of all France is in his hands. 
With the German 
flag there has come 
the German rule, se- 
vere, suspicious, ruth- 
less at times permit- 
ting no deviations 
from the course it 
prescribes for the sub- 
ject peoples. But in 
the rule there is to 
be perceived a sense 
of responsibility, the 
ercognition of which 
is a matter of fairness 
on the part of any 

neutral observer. 
‘es The iron heel of the 
SWOPE. conqueror,as some par 
tisans have pictured it, is noti« wthe life 
out of the people by deliberate starvation, nor is 
it depriving them of all privileges. The yoke of 
the conqueror sits heavy upon the Belgians and 
the French, and they are not happy under it. But 
their businesses are permitted to continue, they 
are urged and helped to till their fields, their 


gathering places are freely used, and, while the 
display of no other flag than that of Germany is 
tolerated, it is a common thing to see displayed 
in Belgium pictures of King Albert and his fam- 
ily, and in France photographs of President Poin- 
care and of French Generals. 


No Cruelty or Viciousness. 


SPENT a week ig Northern France and Bel- 
| gium during my visit to Germany, which has 

just ended, and the reaction I carried away 
from the occupied territory was certainly not the 
one that the allies seek to produce, nor was it 
that which official Germany tries to create. A 
military occupancy at best is a source of unhap- 
piness to the people whose lands are thus seized, 
but in the case of the lands I visited it was not 
characterized by the cruelty and viciousness so 
often described. 


There is a good, substantial reason for this— 
not that the Germans are so kindly and consid- 
erate as to make any other attitude abhorrent to 
them, but because’ under German methods, it is 
thought to make each section self-supporting, and 
that can be done only by encouraging the people 
to work and fostering their industries—otherwise 
the burden of their support would be an added Hi- 
ability to the conquering forces, which are re- 
sponsible for the welfare of the subject civilians. 
In that connection, when I was in Belgium I 
was told that in the event that Great Britain car- 
ried out her threat to cut off the relief supplies 
from that country, it would at once be placed upon 
a ration basis precisely similar to that employed 
in the German empire, which does not live as well 
today as those do in Belgium who have money 
with which to buy supplies.

ET me say at once that my visit to Belgium 
L was not made under the usual conditions 
that the Foreign Office in Berlin throws 

about the tours made by neutral observers. They 
ere sent to the conquered country in the care of 
officers who are particularly instructed as to what 
their charges shall and shall not see. My trip to 
Belgium was a by-product of my visit to the Som- 
me battle front. We stopped in Belgium on our 
way there, and on the way back, and on both oc- 
casions I was given unusual opportunity to wan- 
der about, seeing and hearing the things I wanted 


to see and hear rather than things carefully 
picked for me by others. 


I did not find Belgium the scene of vast deso- 
lation, the dreary, stricken, hopeless land that I 
had been led to believe I would find; on the con- 
trary, instead of coming away with my sympa- 
thies for the unfortunate country accentuated, I 
found their edge rather dulled. But in the French 
area I found the conditions different, and there 
my sentiments were quickened into a passion of 
pity and admiration. 

‘Tt was the difference in the spirit of the two 
peoples that produced these two different im- 
pressions.

No Yielding in France. 


I found the opposition of the people to their 

subjugation, though unspoken and unacted, 
to be a flame, and I felt its strength and depth. 
The spirit of the French was one of unbroken 
pride; there was no bending of the neck, no pas- 
sivity, no yielding to their temporary fate. And 
this spirit becomes the more remarkable in that 
the conditions of’'the French are much worse than 
those of the Belgians because of the nearness of 
the war and the attendant difficulties of support- 
ing life. 

Through the efficient organization of the Com- 
mission for Relief in Belgium (it is unfortunate 
that the title does not include France, where it 
operates, too, and where its work just now is of 
‘greater importance), with the co-operation of the 
German administration, much has been done for 
the stricken country, but it is evident that there 
is justice in the German assertion that Belgium 
would be better off if she would do more for her- 
self. 

In the cities of Belgium, such as Brussels, Ant- 
werp, Liege and Louvain, many of the men who 
formerly worked now refuse to work. They say 
they are engaged in a passive strike and that they 
will do nothing calculated to advance the inter- 
ests of their German rulers, but in this refusal 
they decline also to advance their own interests, 
even to the extent of refusing to support them- 


selves. 


(Everybody Works in France. 4] 


N the cities of “German France” the old men 
| and the women—all of them-—-work. They 

tend their flocks, they till their fields, they 
open their shops, and with that thrift which char- 
acterizes the French they make all the money 
they can so that later they may help their coun- 
try recuperate from the ravages of the war, and 
help her in the economic struggle that is to fol- 
low after this one of arms. In contradistinction 
to Belgium, there are no young men—they are 
all fighting for the motherland. 

In both the countries, while the administration 
has been taken over by the German military, the 
native police are stijl at work, and the inferior 
courts are still open and doing. business, If one 
did not have advance knowledge of the fact, one 
would not know in walking the streets of Brus- 
sels that it was a captive city, save for the pres- 
ence of the German field gray and the German 
black, white and red flag. _ Theaters are open, 
museums are visited and most of the restaurants 
dv a flourisoing business. 

There is ynore food in Belgium today than in 
Germany, as regards variety. Fruits and meats 
‘are’ to be found in abundance in the Belgium 
shops and eating places, but of course the prices 
have gone up. It is a common practice for those 
Germans visiting Belgium on business to take 
back with them meat and the run on ham, bacon

as 120 pounds of meat for their families in the 
“old country.” The greater abundance of food 
in Belgium has created a feeling of resentment in 


‘Germany, and when I was in Brussels toward the 


end of September the Governor-General, Von Bis- 
sing, found it necessary to give out an. official 
statement assuring his countrymen that Belgium 
was not the ijand of milk and honey, or rather fats 
and meat, that she had been pictured. 

I was assured while I was in Brussels that the 
Germans were not using any of the food prod- 
ucts of the Belgians except those that are bought 
in the usual way out of the surplus of the va- 
rious farms. The Germans, however, are running 
many of the farms themselves, and their con- 
sumption of the product of these farms naturally 
decreased the amount available for the rest of 
the country. 

In the various subdivisions where the ““Etappen 
Kommandos” (military district commanders) dis- 
pensed the low, the middle and the high justice 
for the countryside, each officer in command 
seeks to make a record among the people under 
him in keeping them contented and at work. 
Apart from increasing the officers’ reputation for 
administrative efficiency, this system preserves 
the peace and enables the people the more easily 
to pay the war tribute laid upon them by the con- 


querors. 
| made of denying the right of shipment of re- 

. lef supplies to Belgium on the ground that 
the native harvests are being used by the Ger- 
mans, the Germans will commandeer all the Bel- 
gian supplies and put Belgium on a war footing, 
which means that the German army will be taken 
‘care of first, on the principle that it has the right 
to subsistence while on enemy soil, and what is 
left will be eked out with such supplies as Cer- 
many can send for the use of the Belgian popula- 
tion. 

Under present conditions, both in Belgium and 
in France, everything that the officers and sol- 
diers get from the natives outside of such things 
as are officially commandeered are paid for, not 
only spot cash, but in the national coinage. And 
the prices are fixed by the shopkeepers them- 
selves. 

The reason that the German money is not per- 
mitted to be used is to avoid the constant dis- 
putes over exchange. The Germans must go to 
army banking offices, where they are given 
French or Belgian money in exchange for their 
German currency and then they can spend this 
money only at certain stores and restaurants. 
These have large signs on them saying that offi- 
cers and soldiers may patronize them. 

This restriction is to prevent the Germans from 
overrunning all the restaurants and from using 
all the supplies of the stores. On the other hand, 
certain stores in each of the occupied towns are 
supplied directly by the German army with mate- 
rials needed by officers, and on such articles the 
sale is restricted exclusively to the officers. In 
qther words, the stores are made into a sort of 
auxiliary army canteen.

Whatever may be said of his original Cabinet, 
including Mr. Bryan, it shares with him the credit 
for this splendid accomplishnient.

No Cabinet was ever more bitterly attacked 
than was the Wilson Cabinet during the recent 
campaign. It. was subjected to the most search- 
ing and pitiless publicity by Mr. Hughes, Mr. 
Roosevelt, the Republican* press and the Repub- 
lican managers. Whatever charges were made, 
there is one charge that no Republican ever ven- 
turd to suggest or to insinuate. The honesty of 
the Cabinet and the honesty of its administration 
of the various departments was never impeached. 
Throughout the campaign there was never a hint 
of corruption or of scandal in relation to any 
Cabinet officer or of any branch of the admin- 
istration. 

Mr. Wilson is no longer a minority President 
of a minority party. He is @ majority President, 
with a record of achievement which has never 
been equalled in the administration of any of 
his predecessors. He is now the unquestionéd 
leader of his party and he is dealing with con- 
ditions that necessitate in the main a different 
-kind of Cabinet. This may be said without per- 
sonal reflection upon any of the loyal and patri- 
otic gentlemen who have given their best ability 
and their best service to the country during the 
first Wilson administration. — 

That the Cabinet is not well balanced must be 
admitted. It is not even well balanted geograph- 
ically; for three members are from New York, 
three members from the South, one member from 
Pennsylvania, and there are only three members 
tor all the rest of the country. That defect 
ought to be corrected in the new Cabinet, and the 
President can hardly fail to give recognition to 
the progressive element that was so powerful a 
factor in his re-election. Both political justice 
and political wisdom counsel such recognition. 

What changes must be made are necessarily 
matters of speculation. The most abused member 
of the Cabinet is the Secretary of the Navy. Mr. 
Daniels unquéstionably has made many mistakes, 
and unquestionably he has been quick to correct 
hig mistakes. The Post-Dispatch believes that he 
has done a great constructive work for the navy 
and’ will be regarded by historians as one of its 
best administrators. Nevertheless the Cabinet 
will be strengthened if Mr. Daniels retires, for 
the old controversy is bound to continue so long 
as he remains in office, and no matter how ad- 
mirably he serves his country he will necessarily 
remain on the defensive. He can afford to re- 
sign and to trust to the verdict of history. 

What is true of Secretary Daniels applies in a 
way to Secretary McAdoo, another storm center 
of the administration. We think that Mr. Mc- 
Adoo has proved himself an extraordinarily able 
Secretary of the Treasury, in spite of many po- 
litical blunders in New York. We also think that 
the son-in-law of the President of the United 
States should not be a member of the President's 
Cabinet. The relationship is embarrassing to 
both of them and embarrassing to the Govérn- 
ment. Mr. McAdoo was not the President’s son- 
in-law when he became Secretary of the Treasury, 
but the fact that he is now the President’s son- 
in-law cannot be ignored in the formation of a 
new Cabinet. 

There are three members of the present Cab- 
inet who have so successfully withstood all criti- 
cism that there is little question of their appoint- 
ment. These are Robert Lansing, Secretary of 
State; Franklin M. Lane, Secretary of the In- 
terior, and David F. Houston, Secretary of Agri- 
culture. One of them fs from New York, one of 
them is from California and one of them is from 
Missouri. For the rest, the new Cabinet ought 
to be appointed on broader geographical lines 
than the present Cabinet, with full regard to 
the new political elements with which the Presi- 
dent must deal in order to carry out the future 
policies of his administration. 

President Wilson began with a Cabinet that 
represented a Democratic party which now has 
been swallowed up in a new Democratic party, less

WISE DIREOT-LEGISLATION VOTING. 

While the West and South are being congrat- 
ulated om the enthusiastic indorsement given to 
President Wilson's policies at the polls, there are 
other matters upot which they should be felici- 
tated. The free and intelligent use of direct-legis- 
lation ballots is worthy of commendation. It is 
noticeable that party lines to a large extent 
disregarded in support or no port of refer- 
endum or amendment propositions. 

Belated returns from the recent-election show 
that the word “taxes” is not the scarecrow of a 
few years ago. Throughbut the South and West 
there are mingled with other election news re- 
ports of counties that approved of road bond is- 
sues and from the South many reports of coun- 
ties that voted for cattle tick eradication. Both 
of these cost money but yield big profits. 

Texas voted an additional tax for the rural 
schools. Alabama voted to empower counties to 
tssue school bonds at the will of the majority. 
These things, all costly, all educative, show the 
trend of the voters to legislate wisely for them- 
Selves. In cases where tax measures were defeat- 
ed there was a narrow margin. 

Louisiana had perhaps the most notable exam- 
ple of popular legislation. There 18 amendments 
were proposed and 17 made effective. These in- 
clude direct tax measures, approval of building 
a bridge across the Mississippi, Increase of Con- 
federate pensions, abolishing of fee systems and 
building sea walls, levees, etc. The only measure 
defeated was that permitting women to serve on 
school and charity boards and that was not de- 
feated because it might prove an entering wedge 
for suffrage, but because of a local grouch over 
the methods of the women backing it. 

St. Louis taxed itself to enlarge the Zoo for the 
benefit of its owp people and visitors and on Sat- 
urday following the regular elections, approved 
a bond issue of $3,000,000 for school houses. 

Some excellent measures were defeated: A 
State-wide game law in Mississippi, a pension for 
deserving blind in Missouri, approval of county 
good road bonds in Arkansas and others. But, 
generally speaking, the results are highly encour- 


aging. 
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AFTER THE WAR, WHAT?

ings of morality are loosened by the double 
standard—that of war and civil life,

only the demoralizing effect of war on society, 
but the cause of high prices in all neutral coun- 
tries.

Shall We Abolish the Electoral College? | 


SHOULD BE ABOLISHED. 

‘New York World: The electoral college is an 
undemocratic institution. It was created in dis- 
trust of the ability of the American people to 
elect a President. The men responsible for it 
conceived a theory that the selection of a Presi- 
dent should be delegated to a few superlatively 
wise and superlatively virtuous trustees who 
would retire into sanctuaries in the various states 
and give the country the kind of a chief magis- 
trate that they thought the country ought to have. 

That theory did not long survive. American 
democracy rejected it contemptuously and with 
much ingenuity proceeded to evolve an effective 
method for nullifying the electoral college pro- 
vision of the Constitution. For more than a cen- 
tury the presidential electors have been only 
clerks for the majority in each of the <several 
states, recording the will of the majority; but 
recording it under a system which makes it pos- 
sible for a minority of the American people to 
choose the President, and which also makes it 
possible for the result to hinge upon accidents and 
stratezems that actually defeat the expressed will 
of the people at the polls. 

The President of the United States ought to 
be elected like a Governor or a Senator by the 
voters themselves. The majority should deter- 
mine regardless of state lines and regardless of 
artificial devices. The electoral college has been 
an anachronism for a hundred years, so far as any 
Independent. political power is concerned. It 
should be eliminted completely from the political 
system of the country as a public evil and a 
public danger. 


LET THE PEOPLE ELECT DIRECT. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Now the majority of 
the voters of any state are always for one presi- 
dentia] candidate or the other and accidents 
ought not to be permitted to interfere.

Yet, Mr. Wilson escaped defeat 
in the electoral college by a narrow margin. 

Such a condition should not be allowed to exist. 
The President of this nation should be the man 
desired by the greatest number of citizens and not 
a man who receives the greatest number of votes 
technically under a system devised for a nation 
in the babyhood of its existence. If the Consti- 
tution had provided candles for lighting purposes, 
we would not be using candles today instead of 
electricity. In electing our Presidents, however, 
we still are using a candle-power system. 


NO NEED FOR CHANGE. 

Philadelphia Evening Ledger: The system of 
choosing a President by electors instead of by 2 
popular vote is denounced by the New York 
World as “a menace to the political stability of 
the United States." The menace, if we read the 
World aright, lies in the repetition of such un- 
certainty as existed in 1876 and again appeared 
this year. We are asked to believe that the un- 
certainty would disappear if the President were 
to be elected by a plurality of the votes cast. The 
New York Sun has indorsed the World’s sugges- 
tion. The facts, however, do not justify the con- 
clusions which these papers reach. Mr. Tilden 
had a plurality of 250,935 over Hayes, while Hayes 
had a majority of one in the electoral vote. The 
uncertainty of 1876, it is true, would not have ex- 
isted if we had elected our Presidents by a popular 
vote, but conditions in 1880, under the popular- 
vote plan, would have been immeasurably worse 
than they were in 1876 under the electoral system. 
Mr. Garfield then had a majority of 59 in the elec- 
toral college; but his plurality in the popular 
vote was only 7023, out of a total poll for the two 
candidates of 8,891,083. That is, the vote of 
seven-thousandths of one per cent of the total poll 
would have decided the issue if we had had elec- 
tion by popular majorities or pluralities. In an 
election so close as this, with the temptation to 
tamper with the returns extending over the whole 
country, instead of over a close state or two, the 
conditions would be much worse than the worst 
which have ever prevailed under the electoral 
system. 


ELECTORS DON’T BOLT. 

Philadelphia Press: Since 1820 presidential 
electors have voted regularly for their party can- 
didate and carried out in good faith the mandate 
of the popular election. It is not true, as some- 
times appears in print, that a Republican elector 
in California bolted in 1880. That State gave its 
pepular vote io Hancock by a majority of 78. One 
of the Democratic electors was Judge Terry, who 
long before had killed Senator Broderick in a 
duel, and some Democrats scratched his name 
when they voted, and the result was one Re- 
publican elector ran ahead of him and the State 
gave one electoral vote to Garfield, but it was cast 
by a Republican who had been properly chosen 
as an elector. In close elections one elector more 
popular than his fellows is not infrequently 

chosen, while the other electors of the same party 
are defeated. This has happened in Maryland, 
Kentucky and twice in California, but bolting his 
party candidate by a presidential elector has not 
taken place efince the present practice of regard- 
ing electors as agents for a definite purpose has

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Hiram W. Johnson, a People’s Senator 


New York Times: A little over six years ago 
a short, pudgy man, clean shaven, came forward 
in California as a candidate for Governor. Al- 
though the son of a man who, as a member of 
Congress and in other capacities, had been and 
was the spokesman of Southern Pacific Railway 
interests, the newcomer gave vigorous utterance 
to views against that corporation’s domination. 
People were loath to believe that the son of 
Grove L. Johnson could be serious in his oppo- 
sition. The late Robert: J. Burdette, preacher ' 
ang former paragrapher, expressed a quite gen- 
eral opinion when he quoted against the candidate 
the Biblical query: “Can any good come out of 
Nazareth?” 

But Hiram W. Johnson carried on a campaign 
in his own way, regardless of sneers, and made a 
platform for himself in the talks that he gave. He 
traversed the State in an automobile, driven by 
bis son and spoke at crossroads and at any other 
places where he could find listeners. Although 
having a notable command of language and being 
especially effective in caustic invective, he was no 
orator in the usual acceptation of the term. His 
appearance was not striking, and his gestures 
were mostly confined to a movement of the fore- 
arm like those of a carpenter wielding a hammer. 
But there was no mistaking the earnestness of the 
man, and his sincerity was obvious. Wherever 
he went he carried conviction with him. 

He promised, if elected, that he would drive the 
Southern Pacific out of the domination of the 
State, which had become absolute through many 
years of misrule under both Republican and Dem- 
ocratic administrations. Judges favoring that 
company had sat on the bench and given de- 
cisions that had nullified the provisions of a 


Constitution adopted at the time of a popular 
uprising against the railroad and other corporate 
tyranny. Prosecuting officers in many counties 
were merely tools of the railway monopoly, and 
officers were its willing agents. In the days whon 
the great San Joaquin Valley was a wheat-grow- 
ing region, the prices the farmers got for taeir 
yield were tixed by the Southern Pacific. Wvery 
revolt against the power of the machine had Leen 
4 failure up to the time when Hiram W. Johnson 
interjected his personality into the fight. 

By dint of persistent hammering Mr. Johnson 
won votes and became Governor. Then, to the 
amazement of those who did not know t. < map, 
he went on to do as.he had promised. Pefore 
his term of four years had ended, the powdr of 
the machine was completely broken, and ir. n- 
clad provisions have been put into the Constitu- 
tion of the State to prevent any resumption of the 
old domination. At the end of the term Mr, John- 
gon came before the people as a candidate fur re- 
election, basing his aspiration on the fact thac he 
had fulfilled the pledges he had given. He wus 
again chosen, being the first Governor vo be his 
own successor in office. 

When he announced himself as a candidate for 
United States Senator he flew in the face of a 
precedent that had almost the force of a law, 
that the two Senators should not come from the 
same part of the State. The rule had been to 
have one Senator from the North and the other 
from the South. This was one of the arguments 
used against him at the primary, but it failed in 
his case. Although a Progressive, he won at the 
Republican primary against a regular and pop- 
ular Republican opponent from the southern part 
of the State.

FOODS DEARER THAN IN BERLIN. 

New York World: In the table of food prices 
in Berlin cited by Mr. Swope in yesterday's World 
the eye is caught by such scarcity prices at $2 
a pound for tea and cocoa, $1.75 a pound for ham 
and bacon, 30 cents a pound for pears and half 
as much for apples, 90 cents a pound for geese. 

Quite as sensational, read in New York, is the 
list of foods still cheaply sold. Berlin pays 8 cents 
for 1.1 quarts of milk. Potatoes are 11-2 cents 
for 1.1 pounds, or 21 cents a peck; our wholesale 
price is more than double, and a Western moving- 
picture show has sold admission tickets for two 
potatoes each. Berlin pays 6 cents for 1.1 pounds 
of cornmeal; though corn is an American spe- 
cjalty the price cannot be matched in New York. 
Even butter, in spite of the dearth of fats in Ger- 
many, costs 39 cents for 1.1 pounds, well under 
the New York price. Bread, in war time doubly 
the staff of life, costs the Berlin hausfrau 9 cents 
for 1.1 pounds, practically the same as the New 
York 12-ounce loaf at 6 cents. 

Measured by dollar exchange, the German mark 
has been for weeks at a discount of 25 or more 
per cent, some portion of which represents paper 
currency inflation in German markets. Even if 
no allowance be made for cheap inflated money, 
the puzzling problem remains why New York at 
peace should pay so much more for so many foods 
than Berlin at war. 


TO HOUSEWIVES—W ARNING. 

New York Globe: The Modern Merchant and 
Grocery World, in its current issue, gives the fol- 
lowing advice to the retailer: 

Consumers are teing educated today by a 
variety of conditions.to pay good prices for 
everything they buy. The retail merchant 
who doesn’t take advantage of that had better 
drop out. Never again will he have such a 
chance. 


In other words, the grocer who doesn’t squeeze 
his customer to the last possible cent is a fool. 
Everybody is doing it, so why not the grocer? 
And we shouldn't be inclined to blame him much 
if he did. It’s only human nature. We're all 
money mad these days. 


DRASTIC MEASURES IN CANADA. 

Toronto Daily News: As every informed man 
knows, the general advance in the price of neces- 
sities is due primarily and principally to the war, 
a short crop and a general decrease in livestock. 
The war has taken millions of men off the land, 
especially in Europe. The armies demand vast 
quantities of the best and most nourishing food 
that can be cot to them. The North American 
wheat crop is 600,000,000 bushels short. For 28 
months Russia has been closed as a source of 
supplies to Western Europe. Scarcity of shipping 
affects the price of sugar end. other imported 
table commodities. Labor is scarce because of 
recruiting for the army and munition plants and 
therefore the cost of most materials advances.

SOLICITING OF FUNDS FOR 
CHARITY ON STREET CRITICISED 


Judge-Elect Calhoun Says It Places 
Young Women in Danger 
of Insult. 

Methods used in soliciting funds yes- 
terday, for the benefit of the Christian 
Old Peoples’ Home, 3017 Morgan street, 
brought complaint from John W. Cal- 
houn, head of the Free Legal Aid Bu- 
reau and Judge-elect of the Circuit 
Court. 

Calhoun said that, as a member of the 
Central Council of Social Agencies, he 
had opposed the use of such methods in 
raising charity funds. The Christian Old 
Peoples’ Home, according to Charles M. 
Tlubbard, superintendent of the Provi- 
dent Association, is not one of the or- 
ranized charities~eonnected with the 
Central Council _of Social Agencies. Mrs. 
T. R. Ayars of 5861 Plymouth avenue 
was in charge 9f the collections. 

Calhoun poinfed out, from his office 
window, young women who were stop- 
ping men on the street, in front of the 
Municipal Courts Building, and asking 
gifts. Each giver received a carna- 
tion. 

“That sort of thing is an outrage,”’ 
he said. “Young women, unchaperoned, 
should not be permitted to solicit funds 
on the street. It places them in danger 
of insult and tends to be dangerous to 
their moral. character. The Saturday 
hospital. collections are not conducted 
in this way, as the young women are 
chaperoned and do their work indoors, 
not on the street.”’

latter there are a goodly number to act 
a» waiters and servants—must ‘answer 
roll call twice a day. At 7 a.m. there 
is an optional country walk, when offi- 
cers may, if they like it, give their 
parole and proceed upon a constitution- 
al through the country roads for an 
hour or two. About W out of 200 avail 
themselves of this privilege each day. 
They are accompanied by a British 
officer and an orderly, both unarmed. 

The rest of the day is their own. The 
morning is devoted to study, chiefly les- 
sons in foreign languages, English and 
Spanish being the most popular. The 
afternoons are occupied either in sports 
or in gardening. All the French and En- 
glish papers are taken, but German pa- 
pers are discouraged. 

Officers receive pay from the British 
Government at the rate of $1 per day 
in the case of junior officers and rather 
more for officers of higher rank. This 
allowance is supposed to cover their 
messing expenses, tobacco and drink bill 
As a matter of fact, the messing av- 
erages but half that amount, leaving 530 
cents for luxuries.

I felt that a dastardly Brit- 
ish Government, taking advantage of the 
position of these gallant officers, was be- 
having abominably. Presently I gently, 
musingly remarked: 

“T wonder what the British 
Ruhleben?’”’ 

“Ach, Ruhleben!” he ejaculated. 
“Gross exaggeration; and besides, Sie 
sind doch Kriegsgefangene, nicht 
wahr! (War prisoners cannot expect 
luxuries.) 

I gasped and thought hard. It is 
unbelievable, but this intelligent fel- 
low actually considered it hard lines 
that German officers should be with- 
out their favorite hors d’oeuvres, 
while it was quite as it should be 
that Britishers were starving in dirty

Another had not 
received an expected parce! from ne 
Fatherland. 

Every prisoner must wear uniform 
and most of them arrived in sadly 
worn and stained outfit. Presently

] Cuirassiers of the Guard in white 
frock coats and red facings, Hussars 
in blue double-breasted tunics, Prus- 
sian Guardsmen in long gray coats 
and gaudy sashes, Uhlans, Dragoons 
and less splendid infantry officers.

been taken near Ypres during the ter- 
rible five days when the “contemptible 
little army,” depleted by one-third, 
faced the flower of the German army, 
urged on to Calais by the War Lord 
himself, The culminating attack by 
two whole German divisions was made 
against one cavairy brigade, which lost 
40 per cent of its total in five days. 

I was greatly interested when this 
Prussian officer informed me that he 
had been separated from his comrades 
and had run into a trench full of Brit- 
ish cavalrymen, for from the date of 
his capture and the account he gave of 
the events of the day I gathered that 
he and I must have been very near to 
each other that noisy November day. . 
I was eager for a piece of informa- 


1 tion. 


“How was it,” I asked, “that the Ger- 
mans did not get through that day? The 
British were retiring slowly and stub- 
bornly and a vigorous pursuit would 
have made a sauve qui peut of it. We 
thought we were scuppered, sure.” 

‘Well, I'll tell you,” he said. “When 
the British occupied the prepared 
trenches outside the town we advanced 
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anguish of those captives when they i 
learned of their comrades’ defeat. To

The 
" {ndustrial plants in France were al- 
most all of them idle, except for the 
mines, which are beirig worked by the 
Germans. They cannot get supplies, 
but, of more importance, they have no 
qabor. In BEelgiumn the same difficulty 
exists about supplies and about the 
labor, too, though from another cause— 
in France there is none to work and in 
Belgium there are those who won't 
wo-k. 

Travel between Belgium and Germany 
is practically limited to troop move- 
ments, although thuse in either country 
having actual business in ti-e other may, 
after a great deal of trouble, obtain 


| passports. This does not hold g000 re- 
Rarcing France, in which ao travel of 
any sort is permitted the native: 
Around Von Bissing's palace in Brusse!s 
there is a cordon of guards by which 
one is stopped two blocks away, *anu 
unless one can show a highly particu- 
arized pass with countless indorsements

In Lille, where the booming of the 
big guns is to be heard all day and 


night, the hatred of the~German is 
something that awes you. Not that it 
is given vocal expression—it would 
be better if it were. [t is in the ac- 
tions of the people that you read it. 
You see women step off the pave- 
ments when German officers come 
near or stop dead and turn their 
faces away. You see little children 
quiet their play and the men go by 
with eyes straight ahead. In the shops 


the officers are waited on, but never 
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[an unnecessary word is wasted on 
them. : 

It must be said that the Germans 
have not quarreled with this condi- 
tlon—many. of them told me frankly 
that they understood it, and instead 
of resentment they felt a sympathy. 
It weighed so heavily upon me—be- 
ing usually in the contpany of Ger- 
man officers—that I pinned a little 
American flag upon my campaign 
coat, and that always made a differ- 
ence. More of a difference, I found, 
in Belgium, where the Americans are 
helping so largely to feed the people, 
than in France, where they seem to 
feel that America was derelict in not 
fighting with the allies. 

Lille gave the name to lisle, the 
cilk-like cotton thread that was first 
made there. This industry still con- 
tinues in a half-hearted sort of way, 
and so do the lace and embroidery 
works, the employes being practically 
all women. 

Nearer the front at Cambrai, where 
cambric linen was first made and 
named, the hatred was even more 
pronounced, It is the headquarters 
of Field Marshal Crown Princé Rup- 
precht of Bavaria, who commands 
the group of three armies now fight- 
ing at the Somme. In occupied France 
the German officers and soldiers all 
wear covers over their regimental in- 
Signia. This is to keep information 
as to the disposition of the troops 
from the natives, most of whom are 
spies who, in spite of every effort 
of the Germans, succeed in maintain- 
ing communication with the armies of 
their beloved France. 

Lille Exiles Returning. 

When I was in Lille a few weeks 
ago it was announced that the 20,00) 
or so young men and women who had 
been expatriated by the Germans 
were to be returned to their French 
homes. The announcement was re- 
ceived with great joy. The German 
explanation of the seizure of these 
people was that they had been needed 
for field work in other parts of France 
and Belgium, and that only those had 
been taken who would not work or 
were of dubious reputation. 

It is hard, no matter how deep the 
feeling, to keep hatred at a razor 
edge, and among the poorer classes I 
found a sort of camaraderie had 
sprung up between them and the Ger- 
man soldiers billeted in their houses. 
I found one family at Cambrai tear- 
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Spies distressed over the serious | 
wounding of two of the Germans who 
had been their “guests.” _ 

_The efficiency of the Germans 
shows itself in the manner in which 
the trains are operatéd through Bel- 
gium and France right up to the very 
battle line itself. I took a sleeping 
car in Berlin—used only by officers, 
ordinary soldiers and civilians g0- 
ing in day cars—and rode through to 
Cambrai. The railroad continues from 
tfere to Peronne, but this stretch is 
being used for ammunition and sup- 
ply shipments. 

The trains and tracks are guarded 
by soldiers who are stationed about 
every 500 yards apart, with special 
guards on the bridges. All through 
Belgium and France pathetic remind- 
ers of peace days are to be found in 
the signs in English in the railroad 
stations, reading: “Take the Ostend- 
Dover route—cheapest and quickest 
to England.” 

In France, at the reserve points, the 
German officers get eat only once a 
day. Their early bfeakfast consisted 
of a frightful mess called coffee and 
bread and jam. Eggs were not to: be 
had, 


French Cleave to Their Homes. 

With that love of home character- 
istic of the Frenchman, I found in nll 
the villages along the front, even those 
directly under fire, that many of the 
population had not fled, but were liv- 
ing in their cellars, which they impro- 
vised into bomb-proofs, with long stove- 
pipes used as chimneys sticking through 
holes knocked in the sidewalks. 

As soon as the Germans took posses- 
Psion of the smaller places in Belgium 
amd France they ordered that the 
schools continue, and frequently de- 
tailed men and officers to this work if 
regular schoolmasters were notto be 
found. It is the proud boast of the Ger- 
mans in Belgium that they have greatly 
increased school attendance, and they 
declare that if they remain much longer 
in that country its present unenviable 
reputation of being among the most il- 
literate nations of Europe will soon 
disappear. Wherever they go the Ger- 
mans establish central stations for the 
collection of old bottles, old paper and 
odds and ends of rubber, leather and 
metal, but the first thing they do is to 
test all drinking water and placard the 
polluted streams. Whenever these are 
found neither villagers nor soldiers are 
permitted to drink from them under 
penalty of courtmartial, each household 
being compelled to boil a certain quan- 
tity of water every day. 


Coin Comes for Belgium. 

Recently the Reichsbank recalled all 
the German money in circulation in 
Lelgium and replaced it with Belgian 
money issued against Belgian security. 
The change was welcomed by the Bel- 
gians as being in a small way a recog- 
nition of their entity. 

The Belgians are not fond of the Ger- 
mans, but neither do the Germans like 

the Belgians. There is a marked differ- 
ence € be seen in the attitude of the 
Germans toward the French. With the 
Belgians they are curt and severe and 
with the French they are almost sym- 
pathetic. Every German believes that 
France is being “bled white,”’ as they 
say, by England, who, they add, pur- 
poses reducing France to such a con- 
dition that she will always be a vassal) 
| state. 

Because Germany has thus far de- 
clined to give any official assurance re- 
garding the re-érection of Belgium into 
a separate state—I wrote of this in the 
first article of this series—there is a 
fear in the minds of the Belgians as to 
what is to happen to them. Perhaps 
this uncertainty has been an added 
| depressant to the Belgian spirit in com- 
| parison to that of France, where, no 
matter how much they may be suffer- 
ing now, they feel certain that they will 
be soon reunited to their brothers. 

But most of the Germans with whom 
I spoke think that Belgium is unneces- 
sarily alarmed as to her outcome. These 
feel that Germany has learned a les- 
son in the danger of breeding hatred 
‘through her possession of Alsace-Lor- 
raine, and they think that she has 
small wish to add to that heritage.

WASHINGTON, nov. 18-—The “hy- 
phenated American” will be swept from 
the social and political life of the United 
States in 10 years, it is believed, if a 
campaign just started by the Federal 
Bureau of Education proves sutcessfi:!. 


This campaign, which practically 

amounts to a crusade, is aimed at oan | 
ditions which make it difficult for the 
alien in the United States to grasp thy 
language of his adopted country. Tho 
Bureau of Education wants the co-oper- 
ation of chambers of commerce in ali 
the large cities of the country, in its 
éfforts to increase the night school at- 
tendance of non-English-speaking immi- 
grants, 
*The bureau calls this new crusade an 
“America First’’ campaign. Bureau offi- 
dials believe that the surest and most 
effective way to force aliens to learn 
the English language and thereby em- 
brace American traditions and points of 
Views, is to interest the employer of 
alien labor and enlist his support. 

. 1,500,000 Speak No English. 
-Just by way of showing off some for- 
cible examples of how aliens disregard 
the English language while living ia 
America among Americans, the bureau 
states that in 1910 there were nearly 1,- 
500,000 adult, wage-earning foreigners 
who could not speak a word of English. 
Thé war has not materially reduced this 

figure, it is said. 
| “Increased efficiency, through a knowl- 
edge of English on the part of their 
émployes, is the incentive held out to 


employers. The influence of an _ Irish 
section boss over a gang of South Eu- 


ropean laborers has long excited the 
amusement of the American people, bu’. 
the Bureau of Education believes that 
iifluence can be capitalized to force re- 
luctant foreigners into the night schools, 
where they may be taught to become 
American citizens and not merely plun- 
Gerers of a land in which they have 
but @ narrow and temporary interest.

Oct. ES Ecaletbatity 
of Cologne today feeds, six days a week, 
rearty half of tits population of about 
700,000 persons at 2 marks (60 cents) a 
week for six square meals, It supplies 
the food from a “kitchen"’’-that has cost 
millions of marks to construct, and de- 
livers it by means of hundreds of teams 
and automobiles in utensils that alone 
represent an investmént of thousands. 

It employs several thousand persons. 
It manages to break about even on the 
investment. 

Not only from the ordinary wastage 
from food prepared at the city kitchen, 
but from garbage carefully collected all 
ever the city there is extracted a certain 
percentage of material that, in dry form 
can be used for human consumption 
again. In addition a large percentage 
goes for feeding swine, and there is ex- 
tracted a substance used with excellent 
results for “horse bread.”’ 

Why Kitchen Was Established. 

Cologne’s city kitchen came into being 
pot long after the war started. Cologne 
is the biggest city anywhere near the 
front, and recelves daily and weekly 
swarms of men who are on their way 
to the fighting or are returning from it. 

At first the kitchen—which began by 
sending out wagonloads of food for dis- 
tribution on the streets—was hardly a 
success. Gradually, however, the peo- 
ple took to it, once they found that the 
food was good, nutritious and tasty. 

The citizen who wishes to buy of the

the week, and at a: Btated hour each 
day one of the municipal wagons ap- 
pears, bearing the food in tightly-sealed 
heat-rétaining cans.

Questions which the investigators will 
take up go to the heart of the trans- 
portation problem and the inquiry prob- 
ably will have a potent influence in 
Congress on the subject of government 
and ownership. 

At the hearings it is expected that all 
the leading railroads, telegraph, tele- 
phone and wireless concerns, and ex- 
press companies as well as economists, 
leaders of labor and agriculture, ship- 
pers and bankers, will be heard. 

Will Report January 8, 

The committee is required to report 
to Congress by Jan. 8, and an effort 
may be made to put through legislation 
before the sesison ends on March 4, 
after which the administration will not 
have its present majority in the House. 

The resolution for the investigation 
came at the conclusion of many months 
of effort by railroads and others inter- 
ested to have a comprehensive inquiry 
into all phascf of Government control. 

President Wilson in his address to 
Congress in December, 1915, called at- 
tention to the need in this language: 

The transportation problem is an 
exceedingly serious and pressing one 
in this country. There has from time 
to time of late been reason to fear 
that our railroads would not much 
longer be able to cope with it suc- 
cessfully, as at present equipped and 
co-ordinated. I suggest that it would 
be wise to provide for a commission 
of inquiry to ascertain by a thorough 
canvass of the whole question wheth- 
er our laws as at present framed 
and administered are as serviceable 
‘as they might be in the solution of 
the problem. : 

It is obviously a problem that lies 
at the very foundation of our effi- 
ciency as a people. Such an inquiry 
ought to draw out every circum- 
stance and opinion worth considering, 
and we need to know all sides of the 
matter if we mean to do anything 
in the field of Federal legislation. 
No one, I am sure, would wish to 
take any backward step. 

The regulation of the railways of 
the country by Federal commission 
has had admirable results and has 
fully justified the hopes and expeoc- 
tations of those by whom the policy 
of regulation was originally pro- 
posed. The question is not what 
should we undo? It is whether there 
is anything else we can do that 
would supply us with effective 
means, in the very process of regu- 
lation, for bettering the conditions 
under which the railroads are oper- 
ated and for making them more use- 
ful servants of the country as a 
whole. 

It seems to me that it might be the 
part of wisdom, therefore, before 
further legislation in this field is at- 
tempted, to look at the whole prob- 
lem of co-ordination and efficiency 
in the full light of a fresh assess- 
ment of circumstances and opinion 
as a guide to dealing with the sev- 
eral parts of it. 

In its announcement of the hearings 
the committee said it would consider 
the subject as follows: 

“The subject of Government control 
and regulation of interstate and foreign 
transportation,” and under this head: 

“The efficiency of the existing system 
in protecting the rights of shippers and 
carriers and in promoting the public in- 
terest. 

“The incorporation or control of the 
incorporation of carriers. 

“All proposed changes in the organiza- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as the act to regvilate com- 
merce.’’ 


Subject of Government Ownership. 

“The subject of Government owner- 
ship of all public utilities, such as tele- 
graph, wireless, cable, telephone and 
express companies, and railroads en- 
gaged in interstate and foreign com- 
merce,” including specifically:

Convention Here Adjourns; As- 
sociation to Meet Next Year 
in Kansas City. | 


The Missouri State Teachers’ ‘adniliniied 
tion, before the adjournment of its fifty- 
fifth annual convention yesterday, in the 
auditorium of the Soldan High School, 
elected Ira Richardson, president of the 
Maryville State Normal, as president for 
the ensuing year. 
Vice presidents chosen were George 
Melcher, Director of Efficiency of the 
Kansas City Public Schools; Miss Myrtle 
Nepper of the Southeast missouri Nor- 
mal, Cape Girardeau, and T. J. Stew- 
art, superintendent of public schools at 
Flat River. 
Miss Lydia D. Montgomery of Sedalia 
was elected as a member of the Execu- 
tive Committee. This committee con- 
sists of six members who serve six years 
each. Each year one member retires 
and a new one is elected. 

To Meet in Kansas City. 
Miss Montgomery is the first woman 
chosen to serve, following an amendment 
to the association's constitution, madz 


three men and three women. In the 
next two years two more women will be 
added to the committee, as the men 
members serve their terms and retire. 
The association will meet next year in 
Kansas City on Nov. 17, 18 and 19. 

There was some discussion following 
the reading of the report of the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions. This report ad- 
vocated the enactment of State laws 
as follows:

Declares He First Will Work for 


a Rehabilitation of the State’s 
Finances. 


WANTS GOOD

itentiary Problem and Revise

MEMPRIS, Tenn., Nov. 18.—Governor- 


e'ect Frederick D. Gardner, in response 
to questions put to him by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter tonight, discussed the six 
big problems to which he will give im- 


mediate attention upon assuming the 
cuties of his office in January. They 
are: 

First, the rehabilitation of the 
State’s financial System, to provide 
adequate revenue for all the State’s 
activities. This to be done after an 

inquiry into - requirements of all 
the State institutions as to the 
amount of money needed to make 
them highly efficient. 

Second, to building a system of 
good roads which will embrace a per- 
manent highway from St. Louis to 
Kansas City, from Kansas City to 
Springfield, from Springfield to St. 
Louis, from St. Louis to Hannibal, 
~Hannibal to St. Joseph and St. Jo- 
seph to Kansas City; aiso road from 
St. Louls to Carruthersville. This he 
proposes to do by increasing thé 
automobile license tax to the basis of 
other states, so that it will produce 
a revenue of $2,000,000 a year and by 
the submission to the people as early 
as possible of a $15,000,000 bond issue 
for good roads. 

Third, to work out a solution of the 
penitentiary problem, with the idea 
of abolishing permanently the con- 
vict labor system and at the same 
to furnish employment to the con- 
victs. This to be done by a study 
of the best methods and practices of 
other states or by plans worked out 
by @ nonpartisan commission which 
immediately ‘upon 
taking office. 

Fourth, to revise and simplify the 
legal practices @f ¢ ate in order 
to minimize ‘th the trial of lit- 
igation. 

Fifth, to have enacted a fair and 
just workmen’s compensation act. 
Sixth, to have submitted to the peo- 
ple at the next election the question: 
“Shall a constitutional convention 
be called to write a new Constitution 
for Missouri?" 

Will Appoint High-Class Ven. 
The Governor-elect, who came into 
Memphis tonight after a bear-hunting 
trip in Arkansas, said that he did not 
expect to take up the question of his 
appointments immediately upon going 
into office, as he first wished to devote 
iis attention to those problems in which 
the entire State is interested, rather 
than in the appointments in which the 
individuals are principally concerned. 
Hic said he had not made up his mind 
a® tu any of the appointments, but had 
determined in a general way that none 
but /high-class men, capable of render- 
ing efficient service in the office to 
which they are appointed, will be 
chosen. 

“There are inany big problems in the 
State government that the people want 
solved,’ Mr. Gardner said. “I am go- 
ing into the office of Guvernor to ren- 
der service and to give the people what 
they want. I hope to have the hearty 
co-oper@tion of the Legislature. From 
what I know of the men who have been 
elected to the Legislature, I believe they 
*will work with me to improve the con- 
dition of the State government. These 
measures which [ have proposed are 
not partisan Measures and the Repub- 
‘ican members, as well as the Democrat- 
ic, ought to. take pride in having them 
accomplished. 

“The first thing to be done, of course, 
will be to make a thorough examina- 
tion of the books to see what is needed. 
I presume that nobody will know just 
how the State stands financially until 
the books are balanced the first of the 
year.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Pellagra froin 
which more than 100,000 persons in this 
country are said to be suffering, can 
be controlled, according to a_ report 
by a commission of the post-graduate 
medical school and hospital of this 
city, made public teday. The commis- 
sion also announced its conclusion that 
the disease is infectious and is not 
caused by an inadequate diet.

SANTA MONICA, Cal., Nov. 18.—Four 
perscons were killed, one a woman, and 
three were injured today in the seventh 
annual international prize automobile 
road race. The event was won by John- 


ny Aitken, driving as relief for Howard 
Wilcox. Wilcox was declared the offi- 
cial winner and the new average speed 
record of 85.55 miles an hour for the 
403.248 miles of the course will stand in 
Wilcox’s name. Aitken’s time, credited 
to Wilcox, was 4h. 42m. 47s. 

Lewis Jackson, a Los Angeles driver, 
on his thirteenth lap swerved into one 
of the palm trees lining the course and 
caused the death of himself and three 
cthers and the injury of two. 

The dead besides Jackson are: Har- 
old &dgerton, Los Angeles, spectator, 
J. B. Jenkins, motion picture operator; 
Miss Leana Juratch, lemonade vender. 

The injured are: John Ghianda of 
Ios Angeles, Jackson’s mechanictan, 
J. S. Hannigan of Los Angeles, specta- 
tor, and Miss Georgia McCall, Santa 
Monica. 

Lproots a Tree. 

Jackson's car uprooted the first palm 
tree it struck, overturned a lemonade 
stand, killing the woman in charge, 
crushec. Jenkins against a second palm, 
which *was broken off short, and 
stopped against a third tree. In this 
wreckage Jackson's crushed body was 
found. His mechanician was thrown 
cut and escaped dangerous injuries Ed- 
gerton was struck by flying parts of 
the wrecked car. He and Jenkins died 
an-hour after they were taken to a hos- 
pital. 

Hennigan also was struck by parts of 
the wrecked car. He and Ghianda will 
recever. 

Jackson’s accident was preceded by 
a minor one, which officials said might 
have weakened his car. Early in the 
race the car jumped the curb on 
the turn where later he was killed and 
ran onto the interurban railway tracks 
some distance from the course. He 
changed a wheel when he reached the 
pits and little attention was eres to the 
acoident. 

Jackson, speculaa to race officials, 
was going at an estimated speed of 100 
miles an hour on the San Vincente back 
stretch at the time his car became un- 
manageable. His left front wheel hit 
the cement curb, which is about 15 
inches high, and erumpled. The axle 
rested on the curb and the car raced 
along for 25 feet before it left the road. 

The motor was thrown % feet and 
the radiator and hood were thrown 30 
feet further.

Fagan denied that he had called at the 
city hall to apply for a marriage license 
to wed Miss Keller, despite the state- 
ment of City Registrar Edward W. Mc- 
Glenen to the contrary. 

Mrs. Annie S. Macy, Miss. Keller’s 
teacher, at whose home in Wrenthan 
both principals live, denied that her 
charge was to marry. 

“I am engaged to another girl,’’ said 
Fagan. He said he had told that he 
was going to marry, but did not say the 
bride was to be Miss Keller. He de- 
clined to give the name of ‘his fiancee. 

Fagan declared that Miss Keller 
thought the story that she was to marry 
him was “an outrage.” 

He said that he and Mrs. Macy were 
trying to find out who had applied for 
a: marriage license at the city hall for 
him and Miss Keller. 

Fagan in reply to questions said he 
did not intend to marry Miss Keller 
and had never intended to marry her. 

‘Does Miss Keller intend to marry?” 
he was asked. 

‘No: she has never had any intention 
of marrying,’’ he declared. 

He said he had not been at the Boston 
City Hall for a year. 

“Dentaln Were Necessary” 

Despite the denials of Miss Keller, Fa- 
gan and Mrs. Macy, a close friend of the 
three told a reporter today that Fagan 

cted to marry Miss Keller. 

‘Fagan told me,” said this friend. 
“that denials were necessary in order to 
soothe Mrs. Macy's feelings. Fagan told 
me he was going to marry Miss Keller, 
and I know. that he consulted a lawyer 
about the marriage laws in the Southern 
states through which they were to; 
travel.”’ 

The City Registrar reiterated his dec- 
laration that Fagan, or @ man answering 
Fagan’s description, was at the city 
hall three times. The first time he se- 
cured the application, the second time 
he asked questions regarding it, and the 
last time he applied for a license and 
left, saying he and Miss Keller would 
be married in the South, atcording to the 
Registrar. 

Report She Gave Up Idea. 

One report current is that Miss Kel- 
ler has abandoned the idea of marry- 
ing Fagan out of regard for Mrs. 
Macy. 

One of the persons whom Fagan is 
said to have taken into his confidence 
and to have told that he intended to 
marry Miss Keller is the editor of 
a Boston paper by which he formerly 
was employed and for which Mrs. 
Macy’s husband once was literary 
editor. The. editor diplomatically re- 
fused, it is said, to give his aid to a 
secret marriage. Fagan sailed to- 
night from here for Tampa, Fla.

PRESIDENT WILSON 


CONGRATULATED BY 
LABOR DELEGATION 


Hope for 4 Years of Achieve- 
ment for Humanity, Expressed 
by Gompers. 


EXECUTIVE ° RESPONDS 


Class Feeling Should Be Wiped 
Out by ‘Justice With Heart 
It,”’ He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—President 
told a delegation from the 
American Federation of Labor late to- 
day that all class feeling in America 
should be wiped out by the establish- 


ment.of a “justice with a heart in 
it.” He declared that no one who 
fails to work for this end is qualified 
to call himself a true Amerigan. 

The delegationg comprised the mem- 
bership of the Federation's annual 
convention which has been meeting 
in Baltimore. The delegates came. tu 
Washington on special cars and 
marched to the White House headed 
by a band to congratulate the Presi- 
dent on his re-election. Samuel Gom- 
perm of the Federation acted as their 
spokesman declaring laboring people 
had come to recognize that Mr. Wil- 
son stands for justice, freedom and 
righteousness. ‘“‘We have taken joy in 
upholding your hands in your great 
work,’’ said Gompers. 

“TT need not say that, coming to me 
as you do on such an errand, I am 
deeply gratified and very greatly 
cheered,” said the President in reply. 

Would Wipe Out Class Feeling. 

“It would be impossible for me to 
say offhand just what thoughts are 
stirred in me by what Mr. Gompers 
has said to me as your spokesman, 
but, perhaps, the simplest thing I can 
say ts, after all, the meat of the whole 
matter. What I have tried to do is 
to get rid of any class division in 
this country, not only that, but of any 
class consciousness and feeling. Mhe 
worst thing that could happen to 
America would be that she should be 
divided into groups and camps in which 
there were men and women who 
thought that they were at odds with 
one another, that the spirit of Ameri- 
ca Was not expressed except in them, 
and that possibilities of antagonism 
were thé only things ‘that we Aad tod" 
look férward to. 

“As Mr. Gompers said, achievement 
is a comparatively small matter, but 
the spirit in which things are done is 
of the essence of the whole thing, and 
what I am striving for, and what I 
hope you are striving for, is to blot 
out ali the lines of division tn Ameri- 
ca and create a unity of spirit and of 
purpose founded upon this, the con- 
sciousness that we are all men and 
women of the same sort and that if 
we GO not understand each other, we 
are not true Americans. If we cannot 
enter into each other's thoughts, if we 
cannot comprehend each other's inter- 
ests, if we cannot serve each other’s 
essential welfare, then we have not 
yet qualified as representatives of the 
American. spirit. 

‘Nothing alarms America so much as 
rifts, divisions, the drifting apart of ele- 
ments among her people, and the thing 
we ought all to strive for is to close 
up every rift, and the only way to do it, 
so far as can see, is to establish jus- 
tice not only, but justice with a heart 
in it, justice with a pulse in it, justice 
with sympathy in it. Justice can be 
cold and forbidding, or it can be warm 
and welcome, and the iatter is the only 
kind of justice that Americans ought to 
desire. I do not believe I am deceiving 
myself when I say that I think this 
spirit is growing in America. I pray 
God it may continue to grow, and all I 
have to gay is to exhort everyone whor. 
my voice reaches here or elsewhere to 
come into. this common movement of 
humanity.’ 

No Prearrangement. 

In addressing Mr. Wilson, Gompers 
said the delegates had decided with- 
out any pre-arrangement to come and 
congratulate the President. 

“We hope that your next four years 
in the White House,” he continued, 
“will be filled with the meat of 
achievement for the good of human- 
ity.” 

After the speeches, all the dele- 
gates shook hands with the President. 

“Look out for my boys,” sald “Moth- 

r’’ Jones, as she greeted Mr. Wilson.

Mrs. Hannah Duryee Deeds Over 
House and Land at Jennings 
for Home.

ALL PLANS 


Donor Also Arranges for Use of 
$100,000 as Endowment 
After Her Death. 


Mrs. Hannah Duryee, 81 years old, of 
Jennings, a widow, who announced her 
intention several. months ago of giving 
away her entire estate so that relatives 
would not “squabble over. it,” compilet- 


ed plans Friday to found a home for 
incurables with the remainder of her 
fortune, which has been gradually re- 
duced in the last few years by gifts to 
charitable and educational § institu- 
tions. 

She deeded her 10-room house at Jen- 
rings and the five-acre pl pon which 
i+ stands, all that is left ét Her real es- 
tate, to Miss Daisy Ella Nirdlinger of 
3632 Lafayette avenue, president of the 
Josephine Club, with the understanding 
that it be turned into a home for incur- 
ables. She also set aside all her remain- 
ing personal property, amounting to 
about $100,000, as an endowment fund to 
be used after her death for the mainte- 
nunce of the home. 

Miss Nirdlinger told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday that the Duryee 
home would be turned into a home for 
incurables at once. In accordance with 
Mrs. Duryee’s wish, it is to be called 
“The Hannah Home.” Mrs. Duryee 
may retain a room at her home if she 
so desires, or she may live at one of 
the other institutions which have profit- 
ed by her gifts, and agreed to give her 
a home. She is now at St. Ann's Hos- 
pital, Page and Union boulevards. 

Will Appeal for Funds. 

In order to get the home for intura- 
bles started at once, Miss Nirdlinger 
and the directors of the Josephine Club 
have decided to appeal for outside con- 
tributions to carry on the work the 
first year. She asserted that if 100 St. 
Louisans wvuuld each give 35 a month 
that a sum sufficient for present needs 
vould be provided. The administrative 
expenses. of the home are to be kept at 
the minimum, in compliance with Mrs. 
Duryee’s wishes, Miss Nirdlinger ‘will | 
give er services ahd a young doctor 
hasS agreéd to donate his services as 
house physician, 

Mrs. Duryee became interested in a 
home for incurables through Miss Nird- 
linger, who has made frequent appeals 
for some provision for caring for those 
who are hopelessly ill and whom the 
hospitals cannot keep. 

Miss Nirdlinger stated she was actuat- 
ed chiefly by the case of a 19-year-old 
girl who was one of the first girls to live 
at the Josephine House, when it was 
opened at 1769 Mississippi avenue through 
the efforts of Miss Nirdlinger nearly two 
years ago. For 19 months this girl has 
been an invalid from rheumatism. Miss 
Nirdlinger has put the girl in hospitals, 
but none would "keep her more than a 
few weeks because doctors pronounced 
her case was incurable. 

Home for Working Girla. 

Mrs. Duryee was also pleased with the 
success of the Josephine House in fur- 
nishing comfortable and respectable 
homes to working girls at cost of only $’ 
a week. It is her wish that in the Han- 
nah Home dependent incurables under 
30 years old receive first consideration. 

Mrs. Duryee has no children. Her hus- 
band was Abram W. Duryee, who ran 
a steamboat between St. Louis and 
Mew Orleans. Her previous philanthro- 
pies include property worth’ $20,000 to 
Father Dunne’s Newsboys’ Home, a 5- 
acre factory, site to the United Workers 
for the Blind, property valued at be- 
tween $25,000 and $40,000 to St. Louis 
University and large gifts to St. Ann’s 
Orphan Asylum. 

Her estate at Jennings originally wa; 
300 acres. Ten years ago she gave 60 
acres of it to St. Ann's Orphan Asylum 
for a dairy farm and she has since 
given smaller areas to other institutions 
until only the five acres on which the 
house stands were left. Some of the 
property she has given away was lo- 
cated in the city.

Fussian front nor Verdun, nor even the 
Somme, according to the belief ex- 
pressed by well-informed military 
authorities here. They note that prog- 
ress is made steadily in that fighting 
area, although slowly because. of diffi- 
culties of mountain warfare and the 
conquest of the numerous passes leading 
to the Rumanian plain, where even a 
vastly esuperior force has trouble in 
swiftly following up each advantage 
gained.

These three vil- 
lages lie at the extreme western tip of 
the former tongue-like advanced posi- 
tion held by the Germans, which ad- 
mittedly was the weakest in the entire 
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tine and which was

In the former valley conditions 
caused the fighting to be confined to 
guerrilla warfare, while in the Jiul Val- 
ley, the Germans, who, at the beginning 
confined themselves to the defensive, 
have, since Noy. 10, been on. the offen- 
sive, their advance being crowned on 
Nov. 14 with the capture of the village 
of Buzesti in the hill regions.

‘TELLS OF CALL TO HOME 


Police Surgeon Says Blows That 
Killed Prosecutor’s Wife Were 
Struck 45 Minutes Before. 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Nov. 18.—Oscar D. 
McDaniel, Prosecuting: .Attorne; of 
Buchanan County, was placed on trial 
in the Criminal Court here today on the 
charge of having murdered Mrs. Har- 
riet Moss McDaniel, his wife. The tes- 
timony of two physicians—Dr. J. J. Wis- 


ser, who was acting Coroner when the | 


crime was committed, and Dr. J. L. Cox, 
police surgeon—was presented at the 
efternoon session, following the selec- 
tion of the trial jury and the State's 
opening declaration, delivered by Bart 
M. Lockwood, special prosecutor, this 
morning. 

Dr. Wisser testified he had been 
. asked by the accused man to delay the 
Coroner’s inquest and then, when he 
(Dr. Wisser) had determined to hold an 
inquiry, had been asked by McDaniel! to 
tell the newspapers that it had been 
requested by the prosecutor. 

Dr. Cox testified that the blows which 
killed Mrs. McDaniel were left-handed, 
and that he judged she had been struck 
“three-quarters of an hour or longer’ 
before he responded to McDaniel’s cail 
for a police surgeon. 

Both physicians were cross-examinea 
at length. It was developed that Pr. 
Cox was not certain whether the blow 
had been struck by a left-handed a: 
right-handed man. McDaniel’s attorney 
questioned Dr. Cox as to whether he had 
changed the testimony he gave at the 
Coroner's inquest. 

Did Not Oppose Inquest. 

The examination - of Dr. Wisser 
brought forth the statement that “Mc- 
Daniel did not tell me not to hold the 
inguest”’ and. “‘did not oppose it’’ when 
it had been decided upon. 

Dr. Cox told the jury that McDan- 
jel's first statement when he entered the 
room in which McDaniel’s wife iay 
bleeding upon the bed was, ‘‘See what 
they have done,”’ and that the prose- 
cutor apparently yvas “grief stricken”’ 
ofter making the remark quoted. After 
he had bathed the wounded woman's 
face, the accused man fell beside the 
bed, the police surgeon testified, but 
did not faint. 

“T testified before the Coroner's 
jury that blood might congeal within 
four or five minutes,” he declared, in 
answer to questions by the defense. 
He added that he based his estimate 
as to the time elapsing between the 
wounding of Mrs. McDaniel and his 
visit to the home, upon the dried con- 
dition of the blood upon the floor and 
bed. 

“Dr. Cox was questioned closely 
upon his expressed belief that the 
blows that wounded Mrs, McDaniel 
had been left-handed. lhe said his be- 
lief concerning the blow struck Mrs. 
McDaniel was based upon the nature 
of the wound and upon the fact that 
the right half of her skull was 
crushed.

Judge Thomas F. Ryan, the trial 
judge, made a special ruling permijt- 
ling relatives of the defendant who 
would be called as witnesses to remaip 
in the courtroom. Throughout the day, 
hoth Mrs. Sarah Moss and Miss Aileene 
Moss, mother and sister of the slain 
woman, remained seated on the State's 
etde of the table. McDaniel listened 
silently to the proceedings, seldom 
speaking to his attorneys or to mem- 
bers of his family who were grouped 
about him. 

No evidence was introduced today to 
_ show whether the accused man is right- 

handed or §$ileft-handed. Testimony 
brought out at the Coroner’s inquest was 
intended to show that the Prosecutor 
is left-handed. ' 

Statement of Prosecutor. 

Prosecutor Lockwood, in his opening 
statement to the jury this morning, 
charged that McDaniel killed his wife, 
“in order that his career might not oe 
ruined because of the separation threat- 
ened by his infatuation for at least one 
other woman.”’ 

Mrs. McDaniel was said to have con- 
templated obtaining a divorce, “on the 
grounds of infidelity,” after she 
“had suffered in silence for weeks and 
months.’’ 

Lockwood told of McDaniel's frequent- 
ly-related story of the events of the 
night of the murder which related to 
the effect that he discovered his wife 
was dying on returning home after hav- 
ing been called away shortly after 11 
clock by a fake telephone call, pur- 
porting to come from his brother. Lock-

TRADE COMMISSION NOT 
TO INVESTIGATE HIGH PRICES 


Declares It Would Largely Duplicate 
Work of Department of Justice 
in Same Field. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Declaring 
that it would duplicate to a large ex- 
tent the Department of Justice in the 
same field, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion announced today that it would not 
undertake an investigation of the causes 
the prevailing high prices of the 
necessaries of life, although it urged 
that everything possible should be done 
to prevent the exploitation of consum- 
ers, 

The statement of the commission says, 
in part: 

“In so far as these high prices may 
tc due to the expense of unlawful com- 
binations among dealers, such a situa- 
tion would be in the purview of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. The Depart- 
nent -of Justice, which is primarily 
charged with the enforcement of that 
statute, has already instituted a search- 
ing investigation throughout the country 
by means of United States Attorneys 
6nd in view of this fact a similar in- 
vestigation by the commission would be 
an unnecessary duplication of work. 

“Moreover, at the direction of Con- 
gress, the commission is now investigat- 
ing other matters that tax its force to 
‘the utmost and with its limited appro- 
priation it could not undertake addi- 
tional work at this time.” 


MISS DIEMER WAS DROWNED, 
SECOND AUTOPSY INDICATES 


Dr. Hektoen of Chicago U. Finds IIli- 
nois Woman’s Skull Was 
2 
Not Fractured. 

PONTIAC, IIL, Nov. 18.—Christine 
Diemer, whose body was taken from 
the river here, Nov. 8, and whose fa- 
ther, mother and sister have been 
held to the grand jury on suspicion 
of having been implicated in her 
death, was drowned, in the opinion 
of Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, pathologist 
of the University of Chicago, who 
neld a second autopsy over her body 
today. 

Dr. Hektoen found that there had 
been no dislocation of the neck and 
no fracture of the skull, as had been 
reported after the first autopsy and 
which led county officials to the con- 
clusion that the young woman had 
been murdered. 

The girl's body was taken from 
the river after she had teen missing 
since Oct. 27. Her father, a wealthy 
retired farmer, declared that his 
daughter had disappeared after -a 
quarrel when he declined «to let 
her visit Florida unless accompa- 
nied by a relative. Both parents said 
they thought the girl, who had means 
of her own, had disobeyed them and 
had gone to Florida.

Evidence on the murder of Patrol- 
man William Dillon, April 7 last, was 
introduced yesterday in the trial of Ora 
Ou» Lewis and Roy Joe Lewis auti- 
mobile thieves, for the murder of Mo- 
torcyle Policeman John McKenna, 
which occurred earlier on the same day. 

It was the eighth day of the trial in 
Judge Grimm's court, and the State’s 
evidence is expected to continue through 
a‘ least three days more. The jury was 
kept together, and will remain today 
and tonight, as it did last night, at the 
Municipal Courts Building. The jurors 
will be permitted to take outdoor exer- 
cise in the company of a Deputy 
Sheriff. 

Dillon was murdered in the garage be- 
hind- the Lewis home, 4253 Athlone ave- 
nue, soon after the flight of the Lewis 
brothers from the off station on Whit- 
tier street, near Delmar avenue, where, 
according to testimony, Ora Lewis shot 
and killed McKenna, after McKenna had 
arrested the pair. : 

The evidence as to the killing of Dil- 
lon has been admitted over the repeat- 
ei] protests of the defense. The prose- 
cution has argued that the killing of 
Dillon was an incident of the Lewises’ 
flight, and hence that it is admissable 
evidence of their crime, and the Court 
has upheld this view.

The prosecution has not thus far com- 
pletely established the killing of Dillon, 
tut it expects to do this tomorrow, by 
the testimony of the two boys who saw 
the policeman enter the garage, saw 
the doors close and heard him cry, 
“Don’t, don’t!’ as his captors attacked 
him. 

The ‘“‘ditching’® of Dillon’s body in 
a ravine in St. Louis County was estab- 
lished, when the coat and automobile 
blanket in which his body was wrapped, 
before he was laid in a shallow grave, 
were shown to the jury. The shovel, 
with which he is supposed to have been 
kiwed, was also shown. The coat, a 
grayish-green Mackinaw, had previous- 
'y been identified as the one which Roy 
lewis was wearing when McKenna was 
killed.

CHINA AND RUSSIA IN DEADLOCK 
OVER THE SINKIANG OUTBREAK 


Petrograd Demands Expulsion of 
Germans Who Are Said to Have 
Incited Feeling. 

PEKIN, Nov. 18.—Negotiations be- 


tween China and Russia for the adjust- 
ment of the outbreak in Sinkiang pro- 


vince, or Turkestan, which resulted in 
the killing of four hundred Mohamme- 
| dans by Russian nomads, are progres- 
sing slowly. Russian officials charge 
that German agents in Sinkiang pro- 
vince stirred up the feeling against 
Chinese Mohammedans, which resulted 
in the murders. Consequently the Rus- 
sians are more firmly than ever aligned 
with the English in their effort to in- 
duce China to expel Germans and join 
the allies. France is also making ef- 
forts to have China enter the war, while 
Japan, of all the Entente Powers, is 
holding out against this movement. 

The Chinese foreign office has in- 
structed Liu Jen-chin, the Chinese Min- 
ister at Petrograd, to confer with the 
Russian foreign office and ask for a 
settlement of the Sinkiang province 
trouble upon condition that the nomadic 
huzzaks responsible for the murder of 
Chinese citizens shall be punished; that 
payment be made to the families of the 
Mohammedans; that officers respons- 
ible for keeping order in the troubled 
district be reprimanded; that the Sino- 
Russo agreement concerning these 
nomads be revised in such a way that 
Russia shall limit their visits to Chinese 
territory and supervise them more care- 
fully. 


U, §. OFFICIAL INVESTIGATING 
DEPORTATION OF BELGIANS 


Charge d’Affaires at Berlin Soon to 
Have Conference on Subject 
With German Chancellor. 
BERLIN, Nov. 16, via London, Nov, 
18.—Deportations of workmen from Bel- 
gium have been made the subject of 
careful study by Joseph C. Grew, 
American charge d'affaires here, from 
the time the first reports of the inten- 
tion of the German administration to 
apply compulsion to unwilling workers 
in the occupied districts were received. 
Grew recently has taken occasion to 
discuss the matter informally and un- 
officially with the higher German offi- 
cials, to get material in shape for a 
conference which he proposes soon to 
have with Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, 

the Imperial Chancellor. 

The chief criticism of the German 
plan seems to lie not against the gen- 
eral idea of providing work, even com- 
pulsory, for idle hands, but with cer- 
tain aspects of the enforcement of the 
general scheme, notably the apparently 
unsyatematic manner of selecting and 
assembling the men for transfer to Ger- 
Many, disregarding in some instances 
the question whether they already are 
employed in Belgium, or do not belong 
to the labor classes. 

The German Government, according 
to authoritative statements, will not 
hesitate to give the Washington Gov- 
ernment the desired information re- 
garding the Belgian workmen.

Before, A. G. Gardiner Says. 


ADMIRER OF PRESIDENT 


Declares He Is Most Sagacious 


Statesman Since Time of 
Lincoln. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch 
and the New York Wevld. 


LONDON, Nov. 18.—“America and 
the Future,” is the title of an article 
by A. G. Gardiner, editor of the Daily 


News. He refers to the result of the 
presidential election and pays a strik- 
ing: tribute to the statesmanship of 
Woodrow Wilson and to the greatness 
of the United States. 

“Woodrow Wilson is the President 
for a second term and for four years 
he will be the executive head and the 
inspiration of the greatest single po- 
litical potentiality on earth,” he says. 
“Those who measure power by fleets 
and armies in being may question this 
description, but fleets and armies will 
s00n materialize under the stress of 
necegsity if the resources of which 
theyeare the expression are available. 

“And of those resources the United 
Statés has a greater abundance than 
any other country in the world. In 
natural wealth, it is unequaled, and 
every day the war lasts, more and 


moré of the accumulated riches of the 


Old World are transferred. to it. 

“When+Europe emerges from the 
present struggle the balance of the 
hemisphere will have been fundamen- 
tally changed in favor of the Western 
Hemispiuere and the United States will 
have an autnority in the affairs of the 
world which it never had before, and 
which, even if it had, its historic pol- 
icy would not have permitted its ex- 
ercise. 

“This is a fact which, as the Euro- 
peon struggle continues, will assume 
increasing significance. 

“There are some people inthis 
country who regard it with angry dis- 
like. They have not forgiven America 


for breaking away from the European } 


traditions and setting up republican 
They hate 
democracy much more than they hate 
war, and they would rather have old 
Europe liable to its old convulsions 
and subject to its old military dicta- 
torships than a Europe based on doc- 
trines which are the foundations of 
the New World. 

“It would be useless to deny that 
even in the popular mind there has 
been a certain hostility to the United 
States owing to its non-participation 
in the war. That is natural enough, 
for no belligerent ever likes a neu- 
tral. 

“But that feeling is much less act- 
ive than it was. There is now an in- 
creasing appreciation of the Ameri- 
can position. 
well but for

the war, the allies could not have 
fuetained the struggie.

Henderson Trafton of East St. 
Louis Succumbs to Wounds 
Inflicted by Florence. 


A Coroner's jury in East St. Louis 
yesterday held Assistant Chief of De- 
tectives Frank Florence for the grand 
jury without bail, charged with the 
murder of Detective Henderson B. 
Trafton, who was shot by Florence at 
Second street and Missouri avenue 
Thursday night. Trafton died at noon 
yesterday at the Deaconess Hospital. 

Harry Van Brunt of 714 Illinois av- 
enue testified he was within a few feet 
of the two men when Florence began 
eursing Trafton. Florence made Traf- 
ton ‘put his hands up, and Trafton’s 
hands were extended, he said, when 
Florence shot him. He said Trafton 
ran at the first shot, and that Florence 
fired twice at him, then followed him 
to the corner and fired two more shots 
at Trafton as the latter ran north on 
Second street. 

Detective Confirms Statements. 

Detective Samuel Ryckman confirmed 
these statements, and said he heard 
Fiorence say, just before he fired: 

“You ———, I beat you to it.” 

Detective .Jerry Baxter testified to 
hearing Florence. make the remark, 
and said he believed Trafton had just 
said: ‘Why, d—-— you, I'll kill you.”’ 

Ryckman said he did not hear this. 
He declared Florence surrendered to 
him and promised to go to the police 
station, so Ryckman released him and 
followed the fleeing Trafton. 

Baxter said Florence covered Trafton 
with his revolver, that there was a 
scuffle, and then Florence started shoot- 
ing. None of the witnesses saw Traf- 
ton draw a pistol. 

Florence Dropped From Force. 

Charles Y. Taylor, a newspaper re- 
porter, .testified to seeing Florence 
make Trafton put his hands up, and 
said he believed that Trafton’s hands 
were in the air when the first shot was 
fired. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Campbell told of 
a dying statement made to him = by 
Trafton, in which Trafton.said he did 
not attempt to draw his revoPrer. 

The Police Board -at. night dropped 
Florence from the rolis of the depart- 
ment. Charges of neglect of duty were 
made against Detectives Baxter and 
Ryckman for permitting Florence to 
escape.

Best Breeds for 
Eggs and Meat 


The prime objects in raising potl- 
try for profit are egg and meat pro- 
duction. As a general rule the large 
poultry raiser will find a better re- 
turn from specializing either in egg 
or meat production. The average 
small grower who makes poultry a 
side line, will find more money in 
combining the two for market pur- 
poses as well as for his table. 

Leghorns naturally commend them- 
selves to the man who wants eggs 
alone. Minorcas and Hamburgs also 
are classified.as ege breeds. On the 
meat side are the Brahmas, ~Lang- 
shans and Cochins. Between these 
sets are the larger number of dual 
purpose breeds which appeal to the 
poultryman who wants both meat and 
eggs. The more important of them are 
the Plymouth Rocks, Rhode Island 
Reds, Wyandottes and Orpingtons. 
This is not saying, that Hamburgs, 
Minorcas and Leghorns will not pro- 
duce good fried chicken or broilers, 
or that the heavy meat breeds are 
not good layers, but rather that these 
peveral breeds will give the best ac- 
count of themselves in the classes in 
which we have placed them.

Production by Varieties, Quan- 
tity and Cost of Food Con- 
sumed and Best Ration.

; posed of 2600 hens, from 37 states ani 
eight foreign countries, and represent 
ing 47 varieties of poultry. Some specia! 
contests have been held and a few peng 
dropped out during the progress of the 
contests. The ones here reported were 
in the regular contests and complete! 

jae year. 

The 2600 hens consumed 195,351 pounda 
of feed, of. which about one-third wa: 
mash and two-thirds grain, and laid 
591,326 eggs, which—is about two eg#s 


for each poner feed consumed. Each: 
jy hen averaged é€ating 75 pounds of feed 


and laid 150 eggs. The average price o* 
one egg and one pound of feed wery 
about the same. Therefore, costs, prof 
its, etc., can be estimated better in eggs 
than in dollars. It will be seen that 7 
@Cggs pay the average hen’s feed for 
one year, while 15 eggs are estimated 
to pay other costs, except labor, ani 
tne hen which lays 100 eggs is 10 eggs 
profit.

In order to determine the influencs 
of certain characteristics on egg produ:«- 
tion, the following observations were 
made: All white varieties averaged lv 
eggs year; all black varieties averaged 
148; ,all buff varieties averaged 141; all 
parti-colored varieties averaged 133; all 
rose comb varieties averaged 147; ail 
single comb varieties- averaged 141; al! 
varieties laying white shelled eggs av- 
eraged 141; all varieties laying browr 
eggs averaged 137; all varieties with 
smoeth shanks averaged 142; all varie- 
ties with feathered shanks averaged 
114, 

The 2400 hens related 12,958 pounds, 
or an average of five pounds each, but 
the average of the 47 varieties, one hen 
of each, was 4% pounds. From the first 
to the last of the contests. all hens 
gained 1422 pounds, or approximately «# 
pound per hen. It was noted, how- 
ever, that the hens were as heavy about 
the middle as at the end of the contes: 
which is accounted for by the moultius 
condition on Nov. 1. 

During the five years, 265 hens diet. 
which is a little over 10 per cent. The 
hens which died weighed 1392 pouwnds, 
and as 1422 pounds were gained, th> 
gain and loss almost balance; in other 
words, if hens are kept and sold on 
Nov. 1, the gain in weight is balance1 
by loss in birds. If hens are sold ‘1 
June or July the loss is half and gal 
in weight just as much as in November. 

There were 5301 hens that went broodv 
or an average of two times for each 
hen in the contests. All varieties where 
hens averaged going broody four or 
more times averaged 132 eggs per hen, 
while the varieties having no broodines3 
averaged 125 eggs. The varieties going 
broody from one to four times laid hig'- 
est averages of eggs. 

The eggs by all different varieties av- 
eraged 24.8 ounces per dozen. The white 
vlymouth Rocks are twice as large a3 
the white Leghorns, yet they lay eggs 
mbout the same size. 

The same houses and yards were used 
in all contests, the birds all being under 
the same conditions. The houses were 
of the shutter front type, having win- 
dows on each side, with shutter ventila- 
tor in the center. The yards were 30x 
120 feet, with wheat for fall and winter 
green food and oats for spring. This 
could not be considered in the feed ra- 
tion, which in each. contest was com- 
posed of both grain and mash, which 
totaled about two parts grain to one part 
mash. The ration which gave best re- 
sults is as follows: Equal parts of 
cracked corn and whole whéat for graia 
food. Equal parts of ground oats. 
wheat bran, shorts or middlings, corn 
meal and beef scraps for mash, witl. 
one pound fine table salt to each 100 
pounds of mash, and during the heavy 
laying season five pounds bone meal, 
and during moulting season, five pounds 
Y. P. oll meal were added to each 100 
pounds of mash. Grit, oyster shell and 
water were before the hens at all times.

wattening De Ration. 
I wish you would kindly give me ra- 


tions for fattening poultry in crates. 
You had one in the column several 
months ago and I cut it out, but mis- 
placed it<F. Z., St. Louis, Mo. 

The best ration we know of for crate 
fattening is a mixture of cornmeal and 
milk, stirred up to make a sloppy mash. 
This is for forced fattening for a period 
of two or three weeks. This feed is 
given several. times a day, a8 much as 
the fowls will clean up, but no more. No 
feed should be left in the dishes after 
they have had their fill. This ration is 
not balanced for maintenance, but is 
intended for fattening only; hence, if 
the fowls are to be fed longer than three 
weeks there should be some additions, 
such as green food in some form, and 
ground wheat or oats to furnish the 
necessary elements needed in bone and‘ 
muscel making. If this is not done in 
a long fattening period, the chances are 
seme of the fowls will be “off feed’’ a 


maximum gains. However, crate feed- 
ing is rarely carried on profitably long- 
or than three weeks and these additional 
feeds would therefore not be necessary. 


Feed for Layers. 
Something is the matter with my hens. 


ft feed a dry mash consisting of 53 
pounds of crushed oats, 5 pounds beef 
scrap, 1 pound ground bone, 1 pound 
chareoal and 1 pound of salt. I keep 
this before thent all day !m a hopper. 
Their scratch feed consists of 2 parts 
wheat and 1 part corn. I feed 1 pint 
morning and evening to nine chickens. 
Please tel! me if there is a 
wrong with my feed.—F. G., St. Louis, 
Mo. 

We would suggest the addition to this 
ration of green food in some form. This 
might be sprouted oats, cabbage, some 
form of root crop, or alfalfa, either the 
meal or chopped hay. It might also be 
advisable to change the proportions of 
the scratch feeds, making it 2 parts corn 
and 1 part wheat. While the feed is a 
very importafht consideration in induc- 


tant factors. If feed alone were re- 
sponsible, eggs would not be worth #0 
cents a dozen now. Breeding, housing, 
exercise, age, length of moulting sea- 
scn, all have their influence on laying. 
Friefly speaking, to insure winter lay- 
ing a hen or pullet should have a win- 
ter laying ancestry behind her. Housing 
should be such that there is no exposure 
te cold, stormy or wet weather, but the 
fowls should have fresh air without cold 
drafts. Since you are feeding scratch 
feed you have provided for exercise. As 
to age, the first year of a pullet’s life is 
her best laying year. To do their best 
these pullets shouid be hatched in 
March and not later than April, so they 
will have matured in early fall and be 
ready to lay before cold weather comes. 
Hiens take a rest during the moulting 
season, and if this extends late into fall 
or after cold weather appears, the 
chances are they will not lay until 
stimulated to do so by the first mild 
deys of late winter or early spring.

Real Ca Cause of Worms 
and Their Prevention 


Poultry Editor Post-Dispatch. 

I would like to give the writer in the 
Post-Dispatch last Sunday, Mrs. E. A. 
St. Louis, the real cause of worms in 
young chicks from my own experience. 


I raised every chick, without sickness 
and very little trouble, on 4 small space 
of ground. I. kept it well spaded up 
twice a week, and a dry dusting box 
once each week, disinfected the rceost 
with coal oi! and C. N. I also looked 
for head lice and under wings while 
very young, using plain lard twice a 
week, until I saw them do their own 
dusting in the box. I bought butter- 
milk as a starting food, later other good | 
chick food, including hard-boiled eggs 
mixed with dry bread crumbs, bran, 4 
little charcoal, sand and ground egg 
shells. As they grew older I fed a va- 
riety of vegetables, raw and cooked, 
and table scraps in proportion, all 
ground up in food chopper, which I fed 
in a low box, 16x16 feet. I kept this 
box scrubbed. I never fed on the 
ground except dry scratching feed, gave 
plenty of clean drinking water, drop- 
ping In a small piece of copperas once u 
week. I kept plenty of charcoal, oyster 
shell and sand or grit in a hopper on 
the wall.e My chicks now weigh three 
and one-half to four pounds, are sing- 
ing all day long. I always give my 
chicks a good ration, nothing spoiled or 
stale, when very young, four and .five 
meals, according to age, as you read 
in the poultry columns and books, 

I always read the poultry page, it’s so 
interesting. When I first started raising 
poultry we were not reading the Post- 
Dispatch, am sorry to say. MRS. 8. L.

Nearly every State 
Experiment Station has carried out 
feeding tests with it and in practi- 
cally every instance the reported re- 
sults favor its use in the flock. It 
Serves as a. green food as well as 
a grain ration but is deficient in pre- 
tein and, therefore, 1s not in itself 
a balanced ration. Milk, meat foods, 
alfalfa hay or meal and similar feeds 
would supply this deficiency. 

In neatly every silage feeding test 
reported so far, increased egg pre- 
duction has been a feature. This is 
due largely, it is believed, to the suc- 
culence of this food which is so much 
needed by layers, especially when 
confined. The hens usually relish it 
immensely once they learn to eat it.

Another remarked 
that probably it had been torpedoed. A 
third observed that submarines probably 
were close to our ship. To escape such 
| alarming. observations, I turned to walk 
away, and instantly there was a tre- 
mendous roar and the Arabic was con- 
vulsed from stem to stern... We stood 
transfixed, and a dreadful stiliness pre- 
vailed for a few moments. We did nox 
see the submersible. 

“Not even the periscope was visible, 
and none aboard the Arabic was more 
surprised than the lookotit. After- 
ward we learned it was a German 
submarine. 

“The passengers below scrambled 
on deck, but became orderly at once, 
as all seemed to realize what had 
happened. A remarkable thing about 
it al? was that few questions were 
‘asked. 

“Our boats were swung out, and 
it required but a few moments to 
lower them, but we got away just 
in time, for the Arabic suddenly 
stood on her stern, remaining ma- 
‘jestically in a perpendicular position 
for fully a half minute and then shot 
down like a stick, almost without a 
splash. We lost all our belongings, 
and many men, women and children, 
seentily clad, shivered for hours in 
the cold sea breeze.” 

Miss Chadwick declared that the Ser- 
Vian peoples’ needs are urgent and that 
they look to the neutrals of the world 
for sustenance. England, she asserted, 
cannot help the people of Servia’ offi- 
cially, but. is doing so with contribu-: 
tions to neutral relief funds.

His 
pleasure was in merely being in the woods 
or on the bank of a stream and surrender- 
ing himself to the mood.” 


The only education O. Henry ever re- 
ceived was from an aunt who conducted 
a small boarding school in the place, and 


Then we find him a clerk in the drug 
store of an uncle, where he rapidly gained . 
considerable fame for his ready wit and 
his pen sketches, which were usually 
humorous caricatures of well-known per- 
sons in the town. He never intimated un- 
til years later that the work in the drug 
store was distasteful. “The grind was 
agony to me,” he finally admitted. 


©. Henry's release from the drug store 
and his opportunity for a broader vision 
came as a result of incipient tuberculosis, 
which disease had carried away his mother and grandmother. Some 
friends took him to Texas, where he became a cowboy and sheep herder 
on the ranch of their son, Lee Hall, famous Texas ranger. Here was the 
atmosphere from which his inimitable Western stories were obtained. 


“His thirst for knowledge,” saye the wife of Lee Hall’s brother, “was 
unquenchable. History, fiction, biography, science and magazines of 
every description were devoured and were talked about with eager in- 
terest. Webster’s Unabridged Dictionary was also a constant companion.” 

O. Henry learned the art of lassoing cattle, of dipping and shearing 
sheep, of shooting accurately from the saddle, and of tending and manag- 
ing a horse, “but,” says Prof. Smith, “he was still the dreamer and on- 
Jooker rather than the active and regular participant in the cowboy dis- 
<ipline.” He also became a skilled amateur cook. 


When O. Henry left the ranch he found himself in Austin, Tex., where 
he engaged in a variety of pursuits. He was “an occasional clerk in a 
tobacco store and later in a drug store, bookkeeper for a real estate firm, 
draftaman in a land office, paying and receiving teller in a bank, member 
of a military company, singer in the choirs of the Presbyterian, Baptist 
and Episcopal churches, actor in private theatricals, editor of a humor- 
ovs paper, serenader and cartoonist.” Here, also, he sold his first short 
story, although he had contributed and had had accepted many sketches. 

But the happiest event of O. Henry’s life in Texas was his marriage to 
Miss Athol Estes, 17 years old, on July 5, 1887. Her parents objected to 
the match because there was a taint of tuberdulosis in her fanti' y and O. 
Henry had told them that there also was one in his. The couple eloped 


- and were forgiven. Her parents later were his stanchest friends in his

0. Henry loved to go “bumming,” and here, of course, he found much 
a the material for his stories.

a friend on the street when a beg- 
gar approached and asked for help. 
O. Henry took a coin from his, 
pocket, slipped it into the man’s 
hand and said; “Here’s a dollar. 
Don’t bother us any more.” The 
man walked away, but in a moment 
returned and said, “Mister, you 
were good to me and I don’t want 
to take advantage of you. You 
said this was a dollar. It's a 
twenty-dollar gold piece.” O. Henry indignantly replied, “Don't you think 
{ know what a dollar is? Get along!” 

When 0. Henry lost his position in the lahd office, he took the one in 
the bank, and this was to be a source of much tribulation to him. He 
resigned from the bank, and began issuing his little paper, “The Rolling 
Stone.” When that failed his next adventure was to take a position on 
the Houston Daily Post. “He became,” said an editorial in the Post at 
the time of O. Henry’s death, “the most popular member of the staff.” 
About this time two terrific blows fell. Mrs. Porter became ill of tuber- 
culosis and he suddenly was summoned to return to Austin and stand trial 
for alleged embesiement of funds from, the bank in which he had been 

The amount charged was about $1150. 

“Had he gone.” says Prof. Smith, “he certainly would have been ac- 

quitted. He protested his innocence to the end. * * * It was notorious 

that the bank, long since defunct, was 
- wretchedly managed. Its patrons, follow- 
ing an old custom, used to enter, go be- 
hind the counter, take out $100 or $209 
and say a week iater: ‘Porter, I took out 
$200 last week. See if I left a memoran- 
dum of it. I meant to.’” 


But 0. Henry did not go to Austin. He 
boarded a train, and, says his biographer, 
there can be no doubt that he intended to 
go there. Instead, his imagination fired 
by the possible results of his trial and its 
attendant humiliation, when the train 
reached New Orleans O. Henry was 
upon it. 

How long he remained there nobody 
knows, but it must have been fer some 
time, as everyone is familiar with his 
stories which have their setting in that 
city. At any rate he finally took a steamer 
for Honduras. At Trujillo, one day, he 
was standing on the wharf when he struck 
up an acquaintance with a stranger who 
proved to be Al Jennings, former Okla- 
homa bandit, whose recent story of how 
he “beat back,” is familiar. Jennings later 
was to become a prisoner in the same peni- 
tentiary to which O. Henry afterwards 
was taken. 


Jennings was accompanied by his brother 
Frank, and so hurriedly had they left 
America that both were still attired in the 
full dress suits which they wore when they 
boarded the steamer. The three men were 
companions on a trip around the coast of 
south America. When the funds ran Bw 
the Jennings brothers-planned to rob a 
bank, and asked O. Henry if he would join 
them. He refused. He even declined to 
hold their horses. 


“Porter joined with Frank in urging me 
to leave the ‘trail,’”’ Jennings wrote later. 
* * * “Quite often he spoke of his 
wife and his child (a daughter, Margaret, 
had been born to them) and there was al- 
ways a mist in his eye and a sob in his 
voice.” 

QO. Henry wrote regularly to his wife. 
sending the letters to a friend. .This was 
a period of hardship, for he tolg her in 
the missives of being compelled to dig 
ditches. Sometimes he had little to eat, 
only a banana. The wife was supporting 
herself and one Christmas she made a lace 
handkerchief, sold it for $25 and sent her 
husband a box containing his overcoat, 
perfumery and other delicacies. Then he 
learned that she was seriously ill. 

When he received the news O. Henry started immediately for Austin to 
give himself up. He obtained bond and all his time and thought was 
given to Mrs. Porter. A short time later she died. | 


O. Henry's conviction after a trial is declared to have been a glaring 
miscarriage of justice Prof. Smith says that there was one palpable 
error in the indictment and that the foreman of the grand jury and the 
foreman of the trial jury are reported to have regretted afterward that 
they voted to convict. But at any rate O. Henry was sentenced to the 
Ohio prison at Columbus for five years. For good behavior the time was 
reduced to three years and three months. There was not a demerit 
against him. 

In prison O. Henry’s knowledge of pharmacy stood him in good stead, 
for he was made a drug clerk of the institution and as such was given un- 
usual liberties. Says the chief physician of the prison at that time: — 

“He did not associate very much with the other inmates except the 
Western outlaws. Most convicts would tell me frankly how they got into 
jail. O. Henry was very much weighed down by his imprisonment. He 
was a model prisoner, willing, obedient, faithful. 

“One time we had a little misunderstanding about some alcohol which 
was disappearing. I requested that he wait for me one morning, so that 
I could find out how much alcohol he was using on his nightly rounds. 
He became excited. ‘I am not a thief,’ he said, ‘and I never stole a thing 
in my life. I was sent here for embezzling bank funds, not one cent of 
which I ever got.’ 


“You can tell when a prisoner is lying. I believed O. Henry implicitly. 
| soon discovered that he was not the offender in the matter of the alcohol. 
But the question disturbed him and he asked me once or twice afterward 
if 1 really thought that he ever stole anything.” 


The stories which O. Henry wrote in prison brought him considerable 
money, which went to the support of his daughter. His letters to her, 
written behind the walls, are poignant with pathos, for she never knew 
until he told her afterward where her father had been during this long 
period. ( Continued on Page 1}.)

This, however, did not deceive him into any hopefulness. 
There were bloodhounds that bayed often on a trail, and 
others that ran mostly silent. The former were more 
valuable to their owner and the latter more dangerous 
to the fugitive. Presently Duane’s ears were filled by 
a chorus of short ringing yelps. The pack had found 
where he had slept, and now the trail was hot.

Among the railroads entering Baltimore are the 
Pennsylvania and the Washington, Baltimore & An- 
napolis, the lines of the latter being electrified within 
the city limits. Complaints reached Pease that the 
latter was annoying residents with its gongs and com- 
pressed air whistles, and the former with its steam 
whistles. The patrolman stole noiselessly into the of- 
fices of the managers of both roads and purred certain 
explanations into their ears. Soon general orders were 
issued prohibiting the wnmecessary ringing of gongs 


and blowing of whistles within the city.

that municipality of the manifold 
noises which rack the ears in big 
cities, and accomplishing with 
fewer than 12 arrests in three years the feat of 
putting the lid on steam whistles; auto horns, the 
shrieks of street wheels on curves and their clatter 
across intersections, the crowing of early morning 
roosters and the midnight serenades of cats. There- 
fore Patrolman Pease is by way of gaining a cer- 
tain fame as a-quetler of noises, and at least two 
cities, Philadelphia and St. Louis, have invited him 
to instruct them in the latest ways of abolishing 
loud and annoying sounds. 


Patrolman Pease must have been destined from 
the cradle to wage war upon noise, for he is him- 
self cne of the most noiseless individuals in the 
circle of the globe. His very name is a sigh of 
dulcet sound. It is probable as an infant 33 years 
ago that he repulsed his rattle with horror. He 
must have been a noiseless boy, deprecating earnest- 
ly the shouts and yells of his playmates. Today he 
is himself a walking symbol of the “City of Quiet” 
which he has created.. His speech is so soft that it 
barely exceeds a whisper, and he receives any re- 
quest to raise his tones with a pathetic look of 
pain and wonder. He runs on ball bearings, and 
not the slightest whir is audible. 

It was inevitable, then, that the Baltimore Po- 
lice Commissioners, knowing his g-nius for quiet, 
should have picked him for Municipal Crusader 
Against Noise in 1912, when the Medical Society 
of that city asked that a patrolman be assigned 
to enforce zones of silence around the hospitals. 
Pease undertook the job with the enthusiasm of a 
Napoleon ascending the throne of empire; it was 
what he had been born for. It was a noble op- 
portunity—to make Baltimore as noiseless as he 
was himself, to project the hush of his own per- 
sonality npon a big and clamorcus city. 


Patrolman Pease gumshoed into the Union Prot- 
estant Infirmary and whispered to the superinten- 
dent a request to be informed just what noises she 
had most to complain of. It appeared that the pa- 
tients were most tortured by the chanting of cats, 
bent on warfare or love during the watches of the 
night. So Pease tiptoed from house to house in 
the neighborhood—four square blocks. of houses— 
and in the softest undertones begged all the owners 
of cats to donate them to the cause of giving quiet 
to the sick women and children in the hospital. 

Who could resist so perfect an examplar of his own 
principles? Not a person refused. Women are notably 
touchy about their feline pets, but the next night the 
nocturnal chorus was stilled and the back fences were 
deserted. ‘The astonished cats were boxed up in gar- 
bage cans and barrels, waiting for the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals to come and take 
them away. Some 65 cats .here were, and they never 
made another noise upon this earth. 

A few days later Pease glided silently into the office 
of the superintendent of the United Railways Electric 
Co., controlling the street car system of Baltimore. In 
a whisper he suggested to that official that his motor- 
men were ringing their gongs needlessly in the vicin- 
ity Ofhospitals; and’also that the screeching of street 
ear Ww 
sections might be somewhat abated. The superintend- 
ent agreed on the spot to issue a general order pro- 
hibiting motormen from ringing their gongs in the 
neighborhood of hospitals, to have the curves greased 
five times a day instead of twice, and to instruct 
motormen to rup solicitously across intersections. Some 
of them who disobeyed were laid off for a few days, 
and now Baltimore is said te have the quietest street 
ear system in the country. 

At the Johns Hopkins Hospital Pease learned that 
the patients were disturbed by school children passing 
on roller skates and running over the lawns, and by 
newsboys shouting their wares in the neighborhood. 
Now, it happens that the chief word in the patrolman’s 
vocabulary is “explain.” It occurs im nearly every 
sentence when he talks. “I explained to them,” he 
murmurs again and again. Soe he went to all the pub- 
lic scheols in Baltimore, tiptoeing from one class room 
to another, and explained what he wished done. “What 

is the first thing they tell you to do at home when 
mamma is sick?” he pured to the school children. 
“Not to make no noise!” replied one urchin. The ehil- 
dren readily agreed to be quieter, and today Baltimore 
has few complaints to make on that score. Pease also 
breathed a few effective explanations to the managers 
' @f the newapapers, with the result that the cries of the

Reports came from many parts of the city that the 
matutinal choiring of chanticleer’s .hoats was disturb- 
ing the beauty sleep of citizens and annoying sick and 
nervous persons. Pease stole forth into the offending 
neighborhoods and explained murmurously to the 
owners of roosters. He says that in no long time 1500 
roosters were either sold or served up at the dinner 
table. One old negro, very much attached to his 
rooster, asked permission to keep the pet in the cellar 
a few days before killing it. An old woman in a near- 
by house, who was ailing, had complained of the bird’s 
singing at dawn. About a week afterwards she sent 
for Pease and said that the rooster was again annoy- 
ing her. The negro explained that there had been a 
funeral in the street, that he thought the subject of 
the obsequies was the person who had complained, and 
that he had felt free to bring up his rooster from the 
cellar. The next Sunday the fowl adorned its owner's 
dinner table.

Pease had the same success with barking dogs in the ~ 
vicinity of hospitals™ In his softest modulations he. 
explained to the owners that their pets were disturb- 
ing sick patients. Without a single exception, he says, 
the dogs, if valuable, were sent into the country, or 
else dispatehed for execution to the S. P. C. A. pee 

Near the Church Home and Infirmary, one of Baliti- 
more’s big institutions, is a shoe factory, which had a 
very noisy exhaust pipe from its gasoline engine. Pease 
explained pianissimo to the owner, with the result that 
they both went to work and devised a home-made muf- 
fier, a wooden box with holes bored in it, which was 
placed on top of the pipe, making its exhaust almost 
inaudible. In a yeast factory, the rattling of the tron 
gears in the machinery of which caused complaint, 
Pease persuaded the manager with duicet words to 
install a noiseless outfit of rawhide gears, at a cost of 
from $400 to $500. 
In the case of motorists who offended by blowing 
their horns and sirens, Pease took the numbers of their 
cars and wrote to them soft-spoken letters mot only ex- — 

plaining why needless noise should be avoided, but 
that they would be arrested if they persisted in the of- 
fense. 
These letters had the desired effect in most 
cases, he adds. *Auto trucks, some so heavy that 
they jarred the buildings, were induced to change 
their routes to streets not passing any hodgpital. 
Formerly every milk wagon driver was provided 
with a gong with which to signal householders thaf 
their milk was delivered. As this often occurred at 
3 or 4 a. m., it became a nuisance. Pease persuaded 
the owners of all the dairies to remove the gongs. 
There also used to be gongs on the rear platforms 
of street cars, which passengers would tap with 
their feet to signal a friend on the sidewalk, or 
just for the sake of making noise The company, 
at Pease’s request, removed all the gongs. 
The Postmaster of Baltimore, at the patrolman’s 
suggestion, equipped the lids of many mail boxes 
in the city with rubber edges, so that the g@revious 
slamming of the lids was silenced. A woman whose 
‘neighbors said she awoke them by beating biscuits 
before daybreak promised to sleep a little later in 
the morning and to make her efforts less strenuous. 
An interne in a hospital who played the violin at 
unseemly hours was persuaded to confine his musi- 
cal efforts to the early evening. Dwellers in apart- 
ment houses who were addicted to slamming their 
doors, stamping on the floors and talking at late 
hours, were induced to show more consideration for 
the neighbors over and beneath them. An old 
woman who Kept a hive of bees in the southern 
part of the city and who was accustomed to coax 
them home by banging an obligato on a dishpan, 
was persuaded to send the insects into the country. 
Many boys in Baltimore earn a living by bottling 
water at a spring outside the city and peddling 
the water about town. It was reported that the 
rattling of the bottles in their wagons at 3 a m. 
stirred householders out of their sleep; by moral 
suasion Pease induced the boys to put bags and 
newspapers around the flasks. Peanut venders 
were forbidden to blow their whistles, the lid was 
put on street organs near hospitals, scissors grind- 
ers toned down the screeches of emory whirring 
against:iron, the Chief of the Fire Department is- 
sued an order forbidding the ringing of gongs, ex- 
cept in an emergency, when passing any hospital. 
Many negroes adorned the harness of their horses 
with bells; Pease went to every team owner and 
contractor in the city, and whispered a few of his 
efficient explanations.

Thus Pease, beginning with the hospitals, gradually 
spread his campaign against unnecessary noise all over 
the city, with the result that it now rejoices in a new 
nickname and the patrolman’s job has become, he says 
mournfully, a sinecure. Few complaints come in to- 
day, and this change has been effected by less than 12 
arrests in all. These were mostly of hucksters and 
teamsters who had been warned once, and who did not 
take quite seriously enough the patrolman's murmured 
admonitions. Each was fined $5 and costs in court, and 
the fine was not stayed. 
In an address before the Business Men's League of 
St. Louis a few days ago, Patrolman Pease reviewed 
his accomplishments In his own city, and said that any 
municipality could accomplish the same results if it 
put on the job one man thoroughly interested in the 
work of noise abatement. He has done all of his work 
without aasistance. He finds that if the police captains 
in each district are entrusted with the work, along 
with their other duties, this task is likely to get little 
attention. Above, all, he said, it is wise to use methods 
of -tact instead of threats and force. to reason with of- 
fenders and show them the error of their ways; or, in 
his favorite phrase, to explain to them. He found that 
his method works quite as well with the general man- 
ager of a railroad as it does with a thoughtless school- 
boy.

Absolute Zero, Where 


BSOLUTE zero, a term often used in seientific 
articles, means the point at which no heat exists. 
“Het and cold.” writes Rogers D. Rusk im the 
Electrical Experimenter, “are relative terms. Ice 

may be warm when compared with frozen mercury at 45 

degrees centigrade, for in reality hot and cold are only 

varying degrees of warmth, and a body absolutely cold 
would be one from which all heat was absent. Its tem- 
perature then world be at absolute zero.” 

Absolute zero is assumed to be at —-273 degrees centi- 
grade. This point has never been actually reached, but 
Kamertlingh Onnes of Leyden has come nearer it than 
any other investigator. He did this by liquefying gases. 
Some gases can be liquefied by simple pressure; others 
cannot be liquefiec by pressure until they have cooled 
below a certain voint, this point being known for each 
gas at its critical temperature. Methane gas must be 
cooled below -—-82 degrees centigrade: nitrogen below 
—146 degrees centigrade; hydrogen below ——241 degrees 
eentigrade, and helium below ——-268 degrees centigrade 
before they can be liquefied by pressure. Onnes evapor- 
ates one gas to cool another below its critical point, and 
evaporate this in turn to produce a still lower tempera- 
ture. 

He liquefied methyl chloride, then evaporated it to cool 
ethylene to the point at which it would liquefy, and used

the ethylene to cool and liquefy oxygen. When the oxy- 
gen was evaporated under reduced pressure it gave a con- 
stant temperature of -—217 degrees C. It required a more 
complex process to liquefy helium, and when this was 
evaporated under reduced pressure it gave him the tem- 
perature of —-271.6 degrees centigrade, or within less 
than two degrees of absolute zero. 

It is remarkable that the electrical resistance of nearly 
all metals decreases with the temperature and near the 
absolute zero it vanishes altogether. Mercury, for in- 
stance, at about four degrees above absolute zero, be- 
comes an almost perfect conducter. Could this phenome- 
non be applied practically, the smallest wire could be 
used for carrying the heaviest charge of electricity. 

A special thermometer containing hydrogen gas and 
mercury is use? for measuring these very low tempera- 
tures. When Fahrenheit invented his thermometer he 
placed zero at 32 degrees below the freezing point, this 
being thought then to be the lowest temperature possi- 
ble. When Celsius invented the centigrade thermometer 
he adopted a more rational scale, taking the temperature 
of freezing water as zero and that of boiling water as 
106, dividing the intervening space into 100 equal degrees. 
The absolute scale uses the unit of Celsius. but its zero 
is the absolute zero, so zero centigrade is 273 absolute 
and 100 degrees centigrade is 273 absolute.

high-priced foods and the difficulties of the 
housekeeper with limited means. Managing the dining 
room of a great hotel is exactly like managing the dining 
room of a private house. The only difference is that it 
is done on a larger scale. There is a greater necessity 
for strict economy in buying and for allowing as little 
waste as possible. The markets have to be studied far 
more closely by the hotel man than by the housewife, 
and the planning for each day's meals is a most intri- 
cate and elabdrate calculation. Therefore the advice of 
a man who has spent his life in doing just this for two 
of the largest and most famous dining rooms in Amer- 
iea can be accepted by the humblest home manager as 
authoritative. 

“You speak as if you were skeptical about the Anier- 
ican housewife’s sincerity in her desire to economize,” 
his interviewer said. 

“Frankly, I am,” replied M. Lattard. “She wants to 
economize, all right, but my observation leads me to be- 
lieve that she will not take the trouble to learn how. At 
present, she does not know how, though she has been 
told a thousand times. The old saying about the aver- 
age American garbage pail containing enough to feed a 
French family is truer today than ever before. 


“The fact is, American women of all classes have been 
trained in habits of extravagance. This is as true of 
the poor farmer's wife as it is of the rich banker’s 
daughter. The garbage pail on the farm receives the 
makings of who'esome, tasty .meals, just because the 
farmer's wife ‘loes not know fhow to utilize remnants 
and scraps. In an economically managed kitchen there 
are no remnants znd scraps. Everything is used.” » 


“What can a woman do with such things as stale 
bread and yolls?” he was asked, after being told of a 
woman to whom cconomy was certainly an object, who 
threw a dozen Parker House rolls into the garbage can. 

“There are many kinds of pudding of which bread 
is the basis,” replied M. Lattard, “and stale bread is 
better for this purpese than fresh. Yesterday's rolls— 
or even those of the day before—if spraved with water 
and put into the oven will come out like perfectly fresh 
rolis. They can be split and toasted or they can be 
served just as they are. There is no excuse for one 
crumb of bread cver being thrown away.” 


“How about scraps of meat and vegetables?” 


“The soup pot should réceive all of them. Also the 
bones. When a joint has been roasted or boiled and 
all the meat eaten off it the bones are. still full of food 
which gentle boiling will bring out. The carcass of a 
chicken, a turkey or a duck should find its way to 
the soup pot at crce. To throw it out until all the 
goodness has been extracted from the bones by boiling is 
criminal waste. 

“And the fat or dripping from meats should all be 
strained and kept in jars. It is the finest grease for 
frying. Most women buy lard or butter for frying, not 
realizing that vegetables, fish, eggs or pancakes are 
far better fried in meat dripping than in the best of 
butter. The same women are probably throwing out 
enough of the natural fats to do all their frying. Such 
fats can be kept a long time if strained and put away in 
covered glass jars or crocks. An observing woman will 
soon learn what particular fats are best for certain 
things and will latel her jars of grease ‘beef,’ ‘chicken,’ 
‘goose,’ ‘veal,’ ‘mutton.’ As an illustration of what 
‘J mean; the tamous Farisian dish, ‘pommes de terre Pont 
Neuf,’ is nothing but potatoes cut up raw and dropped 
into boiling fat from around the kindeys of veal. 


“Getting back to soups,” continued M. Lattard, “they 
are the ideal bezinning of every dinner. They are also 
‘the most economicei, even if meat and vegetables have 
to be bought specially for them. This is because they 
quickly satisfy keen appetites and those who begin with 
them will not eat nearly so much meat at the rest of 
In any large family there should almost 
always be enough bones, meat scraps and trimmings of 
vegetables to keep a daily supply of soup, so the mother 
will rarely have to call on the butcher for soup meat 
or the grocer for soup vegetables. 

“And we must not forget croquettes, meat balls and 
such dainties, in all of which scraps can be utilized and 
which can be made delicious by a little knowledge of 
the many herbs and spices that can,be used for season- 
ing. These latter are used in such small quantities that 


‘they add scarcely at all to the expense.”

culty by those who know how, and can be served in 
an infinite number of ways, with simple sauces that 
any woman can learn in five minutes how to prepare 
or that she can find described in any cookery book. 


“There are also vegetables that should be much better 
known. It seems to me that more use might be made of 
pumpkins and squashes, which are cheap enough and 
can be served in a multitude of ways. Broad beans, 
one of the most nutritious foods we have, are scarcely 
ever seen on American tables, though in England they 
are as common as peas. Then there are vegetables that 
can be found only in our foreign quarters and that 
should be adopted by American cooks, as they are val- 
uable additions to our table, and all of them are cheap. 
Among these there are what the Etalians call ceci. These 
are a sort of large pea and can be bought dried by the 
sack. They are used in soups and stews and are not 
only nutritious but delicious. Then there are the Zuc- 
chini, a sort of green squash, which, when cut up and. 
dried and fried or stewed in stock are very good. 


“I would also advise women who desire to economize 
to buy at the big markets and in as large quantities as 
they conveniently can. The advantage of buying at 
the markets is that they get full weight, which is by 
no means certain at the ordinary shop; things are sure 
to be fresh, and the purchaser does not have to pay 
for. fancy packages. The woman to whom every penny 
counts will buy at the markets in bulk and carry her 
purchases home with her or get her boy to bring them 


‘ home in his express wagon. Thus she will not have to 


pay her proportion of the grocer’s rent, delivery wag- 
ons, horse feed and clerk hire. 


“If several women who live in the same block would 
club together and buy flour, sugar and such things by 
the barrel or sack they could get it at wholesale prices 
and divide it up after its delivery. The same is true of 
many other kinds of things. Women buy in small 
quantities articles put up in a way that will save them 
trouble. That is all very well if they can afford to pay 
for the saving trouble, but when they can't they 
should not. buy, for instance, bacon already sliced and 
packed in jars, when they can get the same bacon by 
the side at not more than half the price and slice it at 
home.” 

“The average American woman,” the. interviewer 
said, “‘wiilingly pays more for an article of food put 
up in a way that will save her the trouble of cooking 
it. The multitude of thriving delicatessen stores is good 
evidence of that.” 


“Yes, and the advertisements of foods that require 
only the addition of hot water, or that purport to be 
already cooked. For instance, cereals bought in bulk 
contain more nutrition, have a better flavor and are 
much less expensive than the widely advertised break- 
fast foods. But they need long cooking. And this the 
average American woman considers too much trouble. 
This woman may be right, but she at least has no right 
to kick about high prices when she has the remedy in 
her own hands.” 


Measuring the Human Voice. 


HE ordinary sewing room tapeline promises to 
bring about a small revolution in the musical 
world as the result of the discoveries made by 
a Minneapolis musician, who believes he has 

found an infallible means of determining the true qual- 
ities and possibilities of the human voice. By measur- 
ing the resonating cavities of the singer or would-be 
singer, he bas been able to answer with precision many 
of the questions which perplex the singer. 

Four years have been spent in working out the theory 
that the human voice can be measured and properly 
catalogued as to its possibilities for future service. In 
that length of time the voices of 12,000 singers have 
been measured, many of them members of the promi- 
nent grand opera companies cf New York and Chicago. 
Exterior measurements of the resonating cavities of 
the head will give a true index of the kind and quality 
of the voice possessed by the subject, it is claimed. By 
this means it can be determined whether the voice has 
been developed or trained to its proper range, and 
whether years of study and work are to be crowned 
with success or failure. 

In many of the tests it was found that persons who 
had no idea of being singers had voices of unusual 
range and power. Three such discoveries were made 
among 100 persons tested in Minneapolis. The lung 
capacity of the individual has little to do with the 
power and range of the voice, as one frequently hears 
a deep bass voice from an undersized man, while a 
large man will be the possessor of a high tenor voice. 

The deceptive qualities of the human voice are being 
gaged so accurately by the use of the tapeline that it is 
possible to tell whether the individual has a tenor, 
contralto, basso or baritone voice without hearing the 
sound of the voice. If a person has been overtrained, 
the tapeline will make the secret known long before it 
is apparent in the singer’s voice. Many good voices 
have been ruined by lack of ability to judge their 
proper qualities and train them in the proper manner. 

Many weeks have been devoted to research work in 
the skull room of the Museum of Natural History in 
New York City, the investigations being later extended 
to thousands of New Yorkers. The voices of 1000 boys 
and 300 girls in the public schools were measured by 
the tapeline, with results equally as accurate. These 
experiments furnished proof that 57 per cent of the 
women of America have soprano voices, and 43 per cent 
contralto voices. Among the men, baritone voices are 
more common, only 43 per cent have tenor voices.

These three attributes have combined 

to place H. F. Alexander, at 37, at the 

head of a $15,000,000 fleet of steamships 

flying the Stars and Stripes on the Pacific 

Coast. Truly he is the Marine Monarch 

of the Pacific, from Nome to San Diego. 

And in his teens he was but an humble longshoreman 

on the docks of the company of which he later became 

president and in which capacity he brought about the 

biggest merger ever effected in steamship circles on 
the coast. 

Alexander in appearance is just a big overgrown col- 
lege youth. He is a big man physically, broad shoul- 
dered, clean limbed, a two fisted man’s man, trained 
to the minute. He must necessarily have been big 
even in his youth to have held down a job as a husky 
longshoreman at the age of 14 and stick to it suc- 
cessfully for three years, when he mounted the first 
rung of his ladder of success. His rise has been so 
rapid it is best set down chronologically 
from the available records: 

At 14—Longshoreman on the Tacoma 
piers. 

At 17—Entered employ of Carlill & Co.., 
predecessors of Dodwell & Co., shippers. 


At 20—Got job with Commercial Dock 
Co. and in same year obtained financial 
backing and in conjunction with a partner, 
bought the company, becoming its mana- 
ger. 

At 21—Became the president of the dock 
company. 

At 26—Obtained financial backing and 
gained control of the Alaska Pacific 
Steamship Co., operating the steamships 
Buckman and Watson in the Tacoma- 
Seattle-San Francisco run; elected presi: 
dent of the company. 

At 27—Obtained control of the Alaska 
Coast Co., operating the _ steamships 
Bertha, Portland and Jennie in the Alaska 


service out of Tacoma and Seattle; elect- 
ed president. 
At 32—Organized the Pacific Alaska 


Navigation Co., which took over the stock 
holdings of the Alaska Pacific Steamship 
Co. and the Alaska Coast Co.; elected 
president; gave the combined fleets the 
name of the Admiral Line and added the 
liners Admiral Sampson, Admiral Schley, 
Admiral Farragut and Admiral Dewey, re- 
christening the Watson and Buckman to 
Admirals. 

At 36—Added the liners Acmiral Clark, 
Admiral Sebree and Admiral Goodrich to 
the fleet; chartered the Wellesley and the 
big liners Yale and Harvard for the San Francisco- 

Southern California Route. 

At 37—Accomplished the great consolidation which 
he had planned for years, che merging of the Pacific 
Coast company and che Admiral Line fleets into one 
fleet to be operated by the new Pacific Steamship Co. 
formed for the purpose as a part of his commerce 
building plans; -elected director of the Seattle Con- 
struction and Dry Dock Co.; elected director of the 
First National Bank of Seattle. 

He is still: head of the Commercial Dock Co., but it 
is now one of the greatest terminals on Puget Sound. 
Like all other Alexander interests it has grown. It 
is doubtful if Alexander ever sells out his interest in 
the dock company. It was his first “adventure.” 

“What is the gospel of your work, what is your pre- 
scription for success?’ Alexander was asked when the 
new Pacific Steamship Co. came into being on Nov. 1. 

“I don’t know as I can answer,” Alexander replied. 
“Tl have always been courteous. I have always been 
loyal. And I everlastingly stick to a proposition once 
my mind is made up on it. Courtesy and loyalty pay 
big dividends. The men under me are courteous. They 
are loyal. This runs not only to the directors of the 
company but to its humblest employe. When I first 
broached my plans for the consolidation of the Pacific 
Coast and Admiral Line fleets, | was looked upon 
askance in New York, in San Francisco, here, every- 
where I brought it up. They didn’t say I was crazy but 
they thought it and I knew they thought it. But I 
stuck to it. The two greatest fleets on the Pacific 
Coast, operating from all Alaska ports to all California 
ports, are now one.” 

And Alexander, the former dock trucker, at 37, is at 
the head of the new company. 

Under the headline “Courtesy” travelers on ships of 
the Admiral Line found a page on every menu given 
upto these slogans, written by Alexander: 

Courtesy is a business asset, a gain and never a loss. 

Officers and employes, above all others, should be 
courteous. ~, 

Use Courtesy in all dealings with passengers, patrons 
and one another. 

Remember, officers and employes help their company 
by being courteous. 

The Admiral Line believes in Courtesy and the 
Colden Rule. 

Even the discourteous like to be shown Courtesy. 

Smooth the way for all inquiries by being courteous 
and patient. 


You will find your value increased by Courtesy. 

(The first letter in each of the foregoing lines to- 
gether spell Courtesy.) 

The officers and employes of the Admiral Line should 
be courteous because a steamship company is a semi- 
public institution. Those who patronize the company 
expect and should receive Courtesy and respectful 
treatment.

“IT have always made it’a rule of my life to be courte- 
ous and when | found some rules on the subject written 
by Howard Elliott, former president of the Northern 
Pacific Railway, I enlarged upon his ideas and evolved 
the set that is to be found on all of our ships and in 
all of our offices. Mr. Elliott wrote me recently that 
he liked my set much better than his own. 

“It has been my experience,” continued Alexander, 
“that my officers and crews become imbued with the 
spirit of courtesy and loyalty and it is reflected in our 
service. I may cite two recent examples that came 
to my attention. Two passengers bound for Alaska 
planned to disembark at Wrangell. They learned that 
our ship did not call there so that they would lose 
two or more days getting back to that port. They 
spoke to the captain who consulted his time table, 
found he could make it and though it meant a 15-mile 
run in and a similar run out, he landed them at Wran- 
gell. There was, of course, no charge for the service. 
It was an accommodation. Those two men have since 
become heavy shippers. All conditions being equal 
they cannot ‘see’ any other bottoms for their freights 
than those of our lines. Courtesy paid. 

“Then again, passengers were extremely anxious to 
get to Hoonah. Ordinarily they would have been land- 
ed at Cordova and would have had to make a launch 
trip requiring several days to get to their destination. 


In this instance they were landed at Hoonah merely as 
an accommodation.

“The directors in our companies,” Al- 
exander continued, “have all the same 
quality in common. They are loyal to 
the companies. There is not one of them 
who would not take off his coat any time 
or go anywhere any time for the com- 
pany. They have the interests of the 
company at heart.’”

The artist said he would 
try, and directed a servant to fasten an ordinary 
playing card in a slit in a bit of pine plank, in 
such a way that the edge of the card was toward 
the inarksman. He fired with a duelling pistol, at 
50 paces. The card was seen to quiver a little, but 
remained in its place. “Very good,” said milord, 
“but you con’t mean to say you were aiming to 
hit the edge of that card?” “Not exactly,” was 
the artist’s modest reply. “Now I'll try again.” 
He fired a second time, and again the card trem- 
bled slightly. ‘“‘Now, ladies and gentlemen,” he 
continued, “you will find that I have scored that 
card on both sides; and that the scorings are ex- 
actly opposite one another.” It was even so, and 
when the card was removed from the plank it 
fell in two picces.
